TWO MEN MUCH ALIKE. 


Planned Reforms Together and 
the People May Be Sure of 
Fulfillment of All 
Pledges.

Washington, D. C., April 10.—[{Special.}— 
For some inscrutable reason certain retired 


muck rakers and spasmodic reformers have 


begun a series of attacks on President Taft 
on the extraordinary ground that he has 
not carried out the policies of the Roosevelt 
administration. 

These early critics of a new president who 
fs just going through the unpleasant experi- 
ences which attend the opening of every ad- 
ministration are much disturbed in mind be- 
cause, after some four or five weeks in the 
presidential office, Mr. Taft has not suc- 
ceeded in completing every policy which Mr. 
Roosevelt left-unfinished after years of the 
most strenuous efforts ever known in the 
history of the government. 

The charge is such a fantastic one that it 
would not be given the slightest attention by 
, public men if it were not for the belief that 
it is the beginning of a persistent effort to 

discredit the new administration before it 
has had a chance to show what there is to it. 
„That anybody should expect an American 
president to revolutionize the affairs of the 
nation in a month or two seems inconceiv- 
able, and yet certain newspapers and maga- 
sines are beginning to arrive at the White 
house all of which contain this preposterous 
criticism. 

Taft Doesn’t Hear Critics. 

It may be-said in passing that President 
Taft is paying but little attention to critics 
these days. He is too busy adjusting the ma- 
chinery to the presence of a new cabinet and 
to the initiation of his office associates into 
the mystery of public business to have time 
to pay attention to these early bifd com- 

‘plaints. The situation, however, merely has 
served to call attention to the likenesses as 
well as to the differences existing as between 
the Taft and the Roosevelt administrations. 
People who complain that President Taft 
is forgetful of the policies of President Roose- 


velt lose sight of the fact that those policies 


were the joint production of the two mentoa 
large extent. There was hardly an important 
theory of government adopted by President 
Roosevelt which did not have the sanction 
of Mr. Taft at the time and during its forma- 
tive With all deerespect to fhe muck 
rakers and the volunteer reformers, it may 
be stated as a positive fact that probably 
\there has been no man in the United States 
eo intimately associated with the latter day 
public life of Theodore Roosevelt as William 
H. Taft. 


Two Men Strangely Alike. 


The point of view of two men on the most 
important matters which have come up since 
death of McKinley has been singularly 
allke. Every important fight engaged in by 
President Roosevelt found Secretary Taft in 
the position of chief of staff. He was de- 
pended upon for legal advice, for personal 
consuliation, and for the exercise of that 
peculiar faculty for making friends which 
has been so characteristic during all the life 
of the man now president of the United 
States. 

If there was any one thing which Mr. Taft 
had to combat in the last campaign it was 
the objection constantly cropping up from 
Democratic and other sources that he was 
nothing more nor less than a carbon copy of 
President Roosevelt. A serious attempt was 
made to defeat him for the nomination on 


that ground alone, and many people declared 


they would not vote for Taft because his 
nomination had been forecast and then dic- 
tated by President Roosevelt. 

It was constantly asserted by Democratic 
managers from beginning to end of the cam- 
paign that if Taft was elected he would be a 
Mere puppet dangling at the end of a string 
which would be pulled by the militant and 
strenuous Roosevelt It was possibly to put 
an end to such unkind insinuations that the 
president went to Africa at the conclusion of 

his term of office. 


Why Roosevelt Is Abroad. 


With the remarkable political insight which 
has always distinguished Theodore Roose- 


velt. he foresaw that so long as he remained 


anywhere within easy reach of Washington 
it would be asserted that he was being con- 
sulted over the long distance telephone or by 

letter, or in mysterious secret interviews 

Had it not been for this situation it is quite 
possible that Mr. Roosevelt might have elect- 
ed to remain in this country, where there are 
still some animals worthy of being hunted, 
and where he would be in close touch with the 
people in whom he delighted, and by whom he

CASTRO DEPORTED 
FIGHTING TO LAST 


Defying France’s Mandate, He 
Is Kicked Out of Martin- 
ique Island Squirming 
and Squealing. 


REFUSES TO DON CLOTHES 


Police Carry Him a Mile to the 
Steamer on Mattress of 
Bed He Wouldn’t 

Leave. | 


FORT: DE FRANCE, April 10.—Cipriane 
Castro, ex-president of Venezuela, was igno- 
miniously expelled tonight from the island 
of Martinique by the French government. 
He protested to the last against his expul- 
sion, but his protests were in vain. He is now 
on board the French line steamship Ver- 
sailles, bound for France. The vessel will 
go to St. Nazaire, a seaport at the mouth of 
the Loire. f 

Official notice was served on Castro this 
morning of the decision of the French gov- 
ernment that he must leave the island within 
nine hours from the receipt of such notice 


and that the commissary of police at Fort 


de France had been charged with the execu- 
tion of the order. 

The ex-president was furious with indig- 
nation and strove throughout the day to 
find some excuse that would be satisfactory 
to the colonial government whereby he would 
not be compelled to obey the order, and to 
this end late today he summoned a lawyer 
and physician to verify the claim that he 
was unable to leave the country, 


Police Proceed to Hotel. 


The governor of Martinique ard the public 
prosecution, however, refused an extension 
of time, and about 5 o'clock the commissary 
of police, accompanied by a large force of 
gendarmes, proceeded to the hotel where 
Castro was stopping, to remove him to the 
steamer forcibly if necessary. 

The affair created a great sensation, and 
long before the police made their appear- 
ance at the hotel crowds had gathered which 
later were joined by the consuls represent- 
ing the various foreign powers, who showed 
great interest in the expulsion of what one 
of them termed “the common enemy of 
peace. 

Castro, who during his few days at Fort 
de France has had little communication with 
anybody, locked himself in his room in com- 
pany with his brother, Carmelio, and his sec- 
retary, and for a time refused to reply to the 
summons of the police official. 


Ordered Again to Use Force. 


The police hesitated to break in the door 
and finally decided to submit the matter 
again to Gov. Foureau, but the governor ab- 
solutély ‘refused to permit any delay, and he 
ordered that Castro be removed by force of 
arms. He also gave orders that the Ver- 
sailles remain in port until Castro could be 
put aboard. 

It became necessary: for the police and gen- 
darmes to take rigid measures to hold in 
check the crowds that by this time had be- 
come riotous outside the hotel. 

The ex-president railed against the French 
government and the local authorities, de- 
nouncing them for forcing upon him the al- 
ternative of deportation or imprisonment for 
six months. He declared that he would not 
budge and that it would be necessary to take 
him on board the steamer on a stretcher. 

This the commissary of police, who finally 
entered Castro's room, with an escort of gen- 
darmes, prepared to do, but Castro’s lawyer 
took steps to find the chief justice, and at 
the last moment the governor and public 
prosecutor decided to have another medical 
examination made. 


Re-examination Proves His Strength. 


Accordingly a medical commission, com- 
posed of Drs. Bouvier, Costet, and Barbe, 
proceeded with the examination in order to 
establish definitely if Castro’s health was 
such that he could make the voyage. The 
consultation of the physicians continued for 
more than half an hour and they agreed that 
the life of the ex-president would not be 
put in jeopardy by his removal to the steamer 
and the return voyage across the ocean. 

Prof. Ricci, however, who was a passenger 
with Castro on the Guadeloupe on the trip 
from Bordeaux to this port, was the original 
authority for the statement that during the 
voyage the wound, resulting from the opera- 
tion on Castro in Germany, had shown signs 
of suppuration, but the final examination of 
the physicians this evening seemed to in- 
dicate that the former president is in quite 
as healthy a condition as when he left France 
on March 26. 


| Refuses to Put On Clothes. 


At 8:80 o'clock tonight a force of gendarmes 
finally went to Castro’s room and he was 
placed on a mattress—he refusing to put on 
his clothes—and carried on a stretcher to the 
steamer, a distance of more than a mile. A 
thousand or more of the population had as- 
sembled by this time and a great deal of sym- 
pathy was expressed for the former presi- 
dent. The latter complained of great suffer- 
ing and every movement of the stretcher 
seemed to give him furfher pain. He has 
prepared a protest which will be sent to the 
French government tomorrow, 

The Versailles left here at 9 o'clock and

The 
colonial government intends to put down any 
sympathetic demonstration that may be 
made on shoré. / 

Castro's brother will remain here for the 
present, but it is thought that he will join 
Sefiora Castro at La Guayra if he is per- 
mitted to land at that port.

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ART IMPURE? SCIENCE VS, LAW 


Field Museum Protests Against 
Seizure of Collection. 


LANDIS SHOWS SYMPATHY. 


Considers Argument Chinese Sculpture 
Is Meant for Study. 


Art and science joined hands yesterday ina 
line plunge off center on the federal statute 
forbidding the importation of indecent pic- 
tures. They claimed the decision on the 
ground that an exception to the letter of the 
law should be made in favor of work purified 
of its apparent obscenity by their magic 
touch. 

After a fierce scrimmage Judge Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis looked over the exhibits 
and took the case under advisement. No 
early decision is expected, for the problem of 
„When is Indecency art?’ and When is 
obscenity science?’ has many tangled legal 
knots as well as moral intricacies. 

Painting, sculpture, anthropology, book- 
binding, anatomy, archeology, ethnology, 
gold embroidery, psychology, and a dozen 
other arts and sciences wait breathless on 
the decision, for it threatens not only to ex- 
clude from the Field Columbian museum a 
valuable and interesting collection of Chi- 
nese antiquities, but also to set a highly im- 
portant precedent. 


Collected by an Authority. 

Prof. Berthold Laufer of Columbia univers- 
ity, world famous as the authority on things 
Chinese, was delegated by the museum to col- 
lect for it cert products of ancient art 
known to be still extant in the Celestial king- 
dom. At considerable expense and with much 
personal hardship the collection was made 
and forwarded to the musum. It arrived in 
San Francisco Sept. 27 of last year. Its 
progress since then has been slow. 

Each package was carefully labeled, “Keep 
under lock and key,” and otherwise marked 
to warn the curious. But, like Pandora's 
box, the warnings merely served to make in- 
vestigation certain. And, like Pandora's 
box, troubles flowed fast from the open lid. 

The collector of customs seized part of the 
collection, consisting of four albums, two 
rolls of pictures, and two cases of carved 
ivory work, An investigation was made 
secretly, but the explanations of the museum 
authorities were not sufficient to counterbal- 
ance the obvious peculiarities of the scien- 
tific specimens and works of art,” anda 
bill was filed by District Attorney Sims for 
the formal seizure, condemnation, and de- 
struction of the collection. This petition 
came up for hearing during the day, the mu- 
seum being represented by Prof. George A. 
Dorsey, curator. 

Much Interest; Is It Artistic? 

The assistant district attorney said that, 
however good the purpose of the museum au- 
thorities, the law must be enforced, and that 
the importation of such pictures and carvings 
was a clear violation. The marvelous popu- 
larity of the collection among the attachés 
of the federal building testified powerfully to 
interest. Whether this interest was purely 
artistic or. scientific, however, might well be 
doubted. 

„ Well, that beats anything I ever saw or 
dreamed of. remarked one deeply experi- 
enced man, looking at the pictures in the 
wonderfully bound book, embroidered in 
silks, brijlfant after centuries, and heavy 
with gold brocade. 

„take it back, he said a minute later on 
seeing one of the ivory carvings. ‘‘ This is 
the absolute end of the limit.” 

The attitude taken by the conmgnees of the 


that a purely scientific point of view should 
be taken, that they fonm valuable additions 
to modern knowledge of the psychology of 
sex and the ethnology of the Chinese people. 
It also was claimed the binding of the albums, 
the silk and gold embroidery, and the ivory 
carving are highly artistic. 

Judge Landis agreed to all this and said 
that he would be glad to direct the collector 
to turn the collection over to the museum if 
only he could find some legal way to do so.

“These works of art,” said Dr. Dorsey, 
were not imported for sale or for indiscrim- 
inate display, but for purely ethnological 
and anthropological purposes. Not only is 
the artistic workmanship excelient, but they 
are valuable for the psychological study of 
sex and give an insight into Chinese history 
and certain phases of Chinese character. 
They have been preserved, apparently, since 
the fifteenth or sixteenth centuries, and it 
would be a shame if we were to destroy them 
at this date here in Chicago. 


He Takes Scholarly View. 

“Prof. Laufer is one of the most distin- 
guished Chinese scholars in the world and has 
expressed in a letter received by me deep 
regret that they have been taken and a part 
of his great work so interfered with.” 

In this letter, which Dr. Dorsey refused to 
make public, Prof. Laufer declared that 
the pictures seized form an important part 
of his anthropological research. 

Dr. Dorsey was inclined to minimize the 
importance of the whole matter, however, 
when interviewed in the evening. He de- 
plored the publicity given to the affair and 
declared the collettion in question was worth 
only a few dollars. He said that the more 
valuable specimens acquired by Prof. Laufer 
have been on exhibition in the museum for 
some time. 

Simply Enforcing the Law. 

Assistant District Attorney Robert W. 
Childs, who represented District Attorney 
Sims in the case, said that the district attor- 
ney’s office was not disposed to do any more 
in the case than had to be done under the 
law. 

„We have to enforce the law,“ he said, 
„and this seems to be a violation of the law. 
We know the purposes behind the importa- 
tion were good, but it is the law that no such 
pictures shall be imported, and we have to 
enforce the law as we find it.“

HOPKINS IN BAD PLIGHT. 
Both Ready to Accept Compro- 
mise on Senator, but Can- 
not Agree on Man. 


Springfield, III., April 10.—[Special.]—What 
the Hon. Charles S. Deneen and the Hon. 
William Lorimer are doing for the advance- 
ment of the greater good in Illinois is ob- 
served with varying emotions by various cit- 
izens. Some are amazed, some are gratified, 
some are horrified, some are amused, and 
gome are plain skeered.”’ 

Mr. Lorimer, with the distinguished aid of 
his distinguished friend, Mr. Shurtleff, has 
the legislature so corked up that the only 
way in which it can let loose of anything im- 
portant is by bursting. That has produced 
amazed citizens. 

Mr. Deneen and Mr. Lorimer are reaching 
a working agreement which will result, if it 
goes along without fracture, in producing 
peace and harmony in Illinois politics. That 
has produced gratified citizens. 

Mr. Deneen and Mr. Lorimer, formerly sup- 
posed to represent respectively the headship 
of the forces which work for good and the 
headship of the legions of darkness, are 
striking hands on a bargain for the common 
good. That has produced horrified citizens. 


Swap Confidences About Past. 

Mr. Deneen and Mr. Lorimer, who wished 
to destroy each other, are sending eath other 
Easter greetings. That has produced amused 
citizens. 

Mr. Deneen and Mr. Lorimer are swapping 
political confidences. That has produced 
plain “ skeered” citizens. 

It may explain the state of mind of the 
last mentioned class to say that by a frank 
exchange of confidences Mr. Deneen and Mr. 
Lorimer have deen put in possession of in- 
formation regarding all the statesmen in 
Iiiinois who in past contests between the 
two Have endeavored to carry water on both 
shoulders. 

This in itself is considered appalling. For 
Mr. Deneen to learn from Mr. Lorimer the 
names and addresses of gentlemen who pre- 
tended to be with him and actually were 
with the congressman no longer ago than the 
period @mbraced by the fall primary cam- 
paign and the ensuing election is regarded 
as only a little more horrible than for Mr. 
Lorimer to learn from Mr. Deneen the names 
and addresses of gentlemen who were 
thought to be with him and who in reality 
were with the governor. 


Find Out Who Is Who. 

Mr. Deneen has had more to learn than 
Mr. Lorimer, but each one now has a Select 
directory of four flushers and considers 
that his insight into human nature has been 
benefited greatly by the disclosures. All 
this may have been unkind of Mr. Lorimer 
and of Mr. Deneen, but it serves to indicate 
the progress which has been made since the 
memorable day when Mr. Lorimer startled 
the commonwealth by ambling into Mr. 


Deneen's private office and by remaining 


there in pleasant converse for five hours. 

Many statesmen whose plans have not been 
advanced by the operations of Mr. Lorimer do 
not credit him with any particular states- 
manship in the manner in which he has con- 
ducted himself in keeping Albert J. Hopkins 
out of the United States senate and in getting 
a working agreement with Gov. Deneen 
which will operate in Cook county and 
throughout the state. 

It may not have been good politics and Mr. 
Lorimer may not have played his cards well, 
but he has obtained results and probably they 
were all he was after. 


Lorimer Plays Both Ways. 

At the present moment he and Speaker 
Shurtleff have the legislature corked in a 
most effective fashion, and it is not the least 
of the congressman’s achievements that 
while he is working with Mr. Deneen he 
also is werking against him and is doing 
the latter without making it impossible for 
him to work with him. 

Without Shurtleff, Lorimer would not suc- 
ceed. but the man of the innocent and chiid- 
like face and the man with the poker face 
are Siamese twins in\political endeavor just 
now. and where one goeth the other goeth. 

Gov. Deneen is just coming to a thorough 
understanding of the fact—or seems just 
to be arriving at it—that his distinguished 
and harmless looking friend, Mr. Lorimer, 
has à cork in the legislature as well as a 
fence built around Mr. Hopkins. 

It is not without intention that Repre- 
sentative Edward J. Smejkal, chairman of 
the house waterway committee, never has 
called his committee together. It is not 
without intention that the governor's asy- 
lum reorganization bill never has advanced 
further than the publ printer, to whom it 
went when it was introduced. It is not with- 
out intention that not one of the administra- 
tion measures has been so much as looked 
at—and the legisiature has been in session 
nearly four months. 


Siamese Twins Rule House. 

Mr. Lorimer and Mr. Shurtleff have the 
general assembly so tightly corked that, no 
matter how much comes out of the senate, 
nothing can come out of the house; no legisla- 
tion is possible except in instances in which 
the Siamese twins are willing to uncork 
the bottle for a moment, and nothing of any 
importance to Mr. Deneen can be done. 

There are seven legislative days remaining 
in April. The judiciahprimaries will shorten 
this week, and the down state municipal 
elections will have the same effect on next 
week. The following week will produce three 
days in which the legislature really will work. 

That will bring the assembly to May 1. 
Ordinarily it is ready to set the date of its 
sine die adjournment by that time. This 
year it will have nothing at all accomplished 
aside from the passage of smaller measures. 

Such. is the work of Mr. Deneen’s distin.

States Attorney Wayman and three other 
state's attorneys yesterday clashed with At- 
torney General Stead as the result of a de- 
rogatory opinion handed down by the latter 
on an amendment to the parole act drawn up 
by the Cook county prosecutor. 

Mr. Wayman, J. Bert Miller of Kankakee, 
Frank R. Reid of Aurora, and Jolin T. Gil- 
mer of incy met in the Cook county 
state's a ey’s office following the receipt 
of Attorney General Stead’s opinion, and, 
after a warm session, a reply was sent to 
B. M. Chiperfield, chairman of the legisla- 
tive judiciary committee, which ‘is intended 
to make Mr. Stead “ sit up and take notice.” 

The letter to Mr. Chiperfield declares that 
if the attorney general's opinion regarding 
the proposed amendment to the parole act 
is correct, most of the prisoners in the peni- 
tentiary and jails of Illinois will immediately 
demand their freedom on writs of habeas cor- 


pus. 

In brief,“ said Mr. Wayman, the attor- 
ney general declares the proposed amend- 
ment to the parole act is broader than the act 
itself, and; consequently, is unconstitutional. 
If this is so, then every person who has been 
sent to the penitentiary since 1899 was im- 
prisoned illegally.” 


Restores Power to Jury. , 

The amendment proposed by Mr. Wayman 
and sanctioned by most of the prosecutors 
of the state and the police officials of Chi- 
cago is intended to’ do away with the inde- 
terminate sentence. This sentence is one 
which permits the court to fix the punish- 
ment of offenders at from one year to the 
maximum number of years fixed by the crim- 
inal code of Illinois. This system is said to 
have given bad results. 

Under the parole act, the power of furies 
to fix the punishment of offenders was taken 
away and placed in thé hands of the court. 
The amendment, as proposed, does not do 
away with the parole feature of the act, but 
it simply takes the power of sentence out 
of the hands of the court and restores it to 
the jury. 
that the title of the parole act is not broad 
enough to permit the legislature to restore 
the power of sentence to the jury. 

“As a matter of fact,” states Mr. Way- 
man's letter to Mr. Chiperfleld, the effect 
of this amendment is not to change or fix the 
punishment for any offense, because that is 
fixed by the criminal code with reference to 
each specific offense, but the duration of the 
imprisonment has everything to do with the 
sentence, and even if it does not it falls 
equarely within the commitment. If it does 
not fall within the commitment then certain- 
ly there is no authority in section 1 of the 
parole act for commitment at all. 

In another, private letter written to Mr. 
Chiperfield State’s Attorney Wayman de- 
clares it would be extremely dangerous if it 
were found that Attorney General Stead’s 
opinion was correct. 


Says Stead Has Erred. 
That the attorney general has made a 
grave error is the opinion of Mr. Wayman, 
who further states: 


eral has confused section 1 with the title of 
the act and has treated section 1 as the title 
in this opinion. The title of the act is broad 
enough to comprehend anything having to 
do with either the sentencing or committing, 
and it must necessarily be so, otherwise the 
committing of any prisoner under the parole 
law would be null and void and he would be 
discharged on habeas corpus.” 

In conclusion Mr. Wayman’s letter to Mr. 
Chiperfield declares that the amendment un- 
doubtedly is constitutional and that to hold 
that the legislature cannot restore the power 
of sentence to the jury is to hold that the 
legislature never had the power to take it 
away.

Mrs. Sam- 
uel Ware Pachard, chairman of the commit- 
tee, read the resolutions that were adopted 
by the league, which called for amendnfents 
providing for the appointment of probation 
officers, according to civil service regulations, 
and allowing a judge at his discretion to re- 
quire abstinence from drinking intoxicating 
Iſquors in those cases where a man’s crime 
originated from the use of intoxicating 
drinks.

Secretary of War Dickinson 
Explains How in Speech 
to Southern Club. 


ROBERT T. LINCOLN TALKS 


Surprises Company by Making 
Brief Remarks on Events 
of Civil War. 


A new south, a south from which the last 
yestiges of sectional prejudice and political 
differences will be wiped away during the 
administration of President Taft and which 
industrially and economically will flourish 
as never before in its history, was pictured 
py Secretary of War Jacob M. Dickinson in 
an eloquent address at the banquet of the, 
southern club of Chicago at the Congréss 
hotel last night. 

For an hour Secretary Dickineon, the guest 
ef honor and principal speaker, held his 
countrymen of the south spellbound save for 
frequent bursts of applause with a portrayal 
of the past history of the south and 
prophecies of the greatness of its future. 

Following Secretary Dickinson, William J. 
Calhoun spoke of the universal approval with 
which the appointment of secretary of war 
has been received throughout the country, 
and then Robert T. Lincoln, who sat at the 
speakers’ table, abandoned the reserve of 
years in speaking on occasions with which 
the name of his father, Abraham Lincoln, 


has been associated, and spoke briefly ot 


events of the civil war and the surrender of 
Gen. Lee at Appomattox. The incident came 
as a complete surprise in the program. Toast- 
master Dixon G. Williams rose to present Mr. 
Lincoln and started to explain that the state 
of his health would not allow him to make an 
address. The explanation was interrupted. 


Audience Cheers Mr. Lincoln. 

“TIT would like to speak a few words, Mr. 
Toastmaster, and will deem it an honor,’ 
said Mr. Lincoln, rising. Mr. Williams halt- 
ed, then pronounced the name, Mr. Lin- 
coln,”’ clearly and the audience rose and 
cheered. 

“TI am honored in being able to de honor 
tonight to Secretary Dickinson and to his 
eminent appointment and rejoice with his 
friends and appreciate profusely the invita- 
tion of the Southern club to be here,” said Mr. 
Lincoln. “I am one of the fast falling 
northerners who distinctly go back to the 
civil war., I was old enough then to be a 
young officer and remember distinctly many 
of its instances, several of which I can cor- 
rect, one of which was that some one ‘has 
stated that when Gen. Lee surrendered to 
Gen. Grant that Lee offered his sword to 
Grant, which some one else has said was 
wrong; that Grant tried to grab the sword,’ 
which of course was not true. 

“I well remember also,“ he continued, “the 


’ spirit in which the victory was accepted by 


the southerner and held by the notherner. 
“Several of us were sitting on the porch 


of the MeLean house, where Gen. Lee was 


confined, when some of Sheridan's scouts 
came dashing up, waving rebel battle flags 
and shouting for Grant. They warfited to 
show their enthusiasm in their victory. We 
dashed from the porch straight for the 


scouts. 
Spirit of Chivalry. 


“* Back,’ we shouted, Gen. Lee is in that 
house, and these scouts dropped their bat- 
tle flags, turned horses around, and madly 
Gasheu awa) This showed the srir*: of 
chivalry. They would not have it seem they 
were trying to humiliate Gen. Lee. They 
ran like scared rabbits. They were true 
Americans. 

National wounds,“ he said in conclusion, 

“have been bound up with brother love— 
American brotherhocd. which is shown here 
tonight and was shown during the recent 
centennial given in honor of my father's 
birth. It was a wonderful celebration and 
I have been greatly affected by it, especially 
so from the eastern and southern demonstra- 
tion and the eloquence poured forth by men 
of the south, especially at Atlanta. the city 
destroyed during the war. That demonstra- 
tion was grand and no more honor could be 
done my father than at that time and at that 
place. I am glad to thank you now publicly 
for that honor and for this to me now.“ 

Incidental to the expressions of harmony 
Dixon G. Williams, member of the club and 
toastmaster, told of the change in the hearts

since the civil war, and Gen. Frederick Dent 
t responded to the eulogy of his father. 


Speech of Secretary Dickinson. 

In his address, among other things, Mr. 
Dickinson said: 

“The compliment of this reception, hav- 
ing relatfOn, as it does, to my elevation to 
the council of the president of the United 
States, is. 1 am confident, meant as a tribute 
to him as well as to me; and it is right that 
it should be, for I am but the humble ex- 
ponent by which he has expressed his good 
will for that part of our country to which 
you owe your birth. and to which you con- 
secrate a love that no time nor distance can 
diminish. :

Cites the Chicago Spirit. 

„What more striking illustration has the 
world ever given of what may be accom- 
plished than that furnished by the public 
spirited people of Chicago, who at all times 
and in all ways, in season and out of sea- 
son, have codperated to advance its welfare. 
In every phase of industrial development 
they were always ready and eager to lend 
their united efforts to promote the public 
good, and now the spfrit has projected be- 
yond their own borders, and the question of 
improving our consular service is mooted by 
one of the leading clubs of Chicago, which 
has chosen that as its immedidte and par- 
ticular work and has inaugurated a plan of 
investigation and education on that subject. 

“When the construction of the Panama 
canal challenged the public attention, a club 
of Chicago mobilized its forces, and, without 
awaiting second hand information, imme- 
diately went to the scene of activity to make 
their own investigation and form their own 
judgment. And so, in every way, cobpera- 
tion, public spirit, and civic duty have char- 
acterized the citizenship of Chicago. What 
more splendid testimonial could be given of 
their value than the phenomenal development 
in less than three-quarters of a century from 
a trading post into a magnificent city of over 
two millions of inhabitants. which is now 
reaching out in its commercial activities to 
the uttermost parts of the earth. 


Better Understanding Required.

pressions—some of them, though earnestly 
entertained, entirely erroneous; some of them 
entirely sound and just, though not alto- 
gether acceptable to our people—you are in 
a position to explain, to compose, to adjust, 
to accommodate differences of opinion, and 
te bring about a better u ing. 

„Sometimes it has seemed to me that the 
proper attitude for a man trained in the north

ern man, reared in the south and living in the 


north, should be a southern man when he isin

the north and a northern man when he is in 


the south. And that is only to gay that his 
disposition should always be to represent 
most fairly that part of the country which 
at the time may need a frank, just, and coura- 
geous exponent of its better sentiments. 

Things are frequentl$ just as they should 
be. if only they are properly understood, 
This is illustrated by an experience of a 
friend of mine, a distinguished Chicagoan, 
who was south shortly after the Spanish war. 
He met an old confederate soldier and said to 

m ‘There is one thing about this war 
1055 brings me great content; and that is, 
that it has brought the two sections of the 
country together.’ The old confederate, with 
great emphasis, startled him by saying: ‘ No, 
sir, you are entirely mistaken. The Spanish 
war has not brought the two sections to- 
gether.’ 

My friend was much surprised and 
thought he had stirred up an unreconstructed 
‘fire-eater,’ and answered: ‘I beg your 
pardon, but I thought that it had.’ The old 
soldier said: ‘No, siry the two sections of 
the country have long since been united in a 
common patriotism. and the Spanish war sim- 
py demonstrated that fact.’

Dr. George F. Suker Issues Other 
Warnings to Save Visions. 


“HEAVY VEIIS DO DAMAGE.” 


Also Cites Necessity of Sitting Properly 
While Reading. 


Don't kiss the baby on the eye; don’t use 
your sweetheart’s handkerchief to extract 
something from your own eye; don’t read 
with your legs crossed; don't wear a veil, and 
taboo big hats if you wish to prevent optical 
diseases and blindness.“ 

This is only part of the advice Dr. George 
F. Suker gave to his auditors at the public 
library building last night when he lectured 
on The Eyes: Their Care and Our Abuse of 
Them.“ under the auspices of the Chicago 
Medical society. 

We cannot be too careful of the eyes,“ 
said the doctor, for we are always in dan- 
ger of losing one or both ofthem. Some peo- 
ple get along in a way with but one eye, but 
they are few. 

Most great artists have perfect eyes, and 
few ever succeed in that line with only one. 


“See with Brain, Not the Eye.” 

Tou don’t see With the eye, but with the 
brain, and if the nerves attached to those 
two organs could be transposed you would 
see with the ears and hear with the eyes. 
Every baby is crosseyed at some stage of 
its career, and our blind institutions are 
filled with persons whose eyes were neglecteg 
during the first five days of birth. 

There is the criminal eye and the good 
eye, and the criminal eye is traceable to 
ancestors with defective brains. 

“The eye develops with the brain, is part 
of it. Persons born blind find it difficult to 
develop their mefital capacity, and persons 
with weak eyes in childhood have corre- 
sponding trouble. Protect the child's eyes 
from the glaring sunlight, but never cover 
up the eyes with a shawl, heavy veil, or any- 
thing else of that sort. 

„Heavy veils, and especially those with 
the polka dots, do untold damage, 


“Read with Feet on Floor,” 
„Read with the feet squarely set upon the 
floor. Don't let a child sit in a chair too 


long or too short. Its legs should be at right 


angles to the seat. Don't cross the legs while 
reading or sit in a stooping position or by 
leaning the face on the hand. 

“When your glasses are constantly re- 
quiring adjustment there is something wrong 
with your general health. 

„Don't bandage or tie up a sore eye, but 
keep it wide open and flushed out. Any one 
subject to tired headaches and nervousness 
should always face backwards in riding.“

Besides 
Loulse she wants to sing Elsa and Mar- 
guerite, all in French. 

Of course the friends of the young counte 
are much excited over her newest idea, whic 
is absorbing her mind just now. Her voice is 
said tobe of good quality, 


FAMOUS WASHINGTON BELLE. 

Countess Cassini, in accomplishments, has 
been termed the most wonderful girl in 
America” in the hyperbole of scores of 
magazines and Sunday supplements. As a 
member of the diplomatic set, the famous 
belle of the Russian embassy in Washington 
became a chum,of Mrs. Nicholas Longworth 
and Miss Katherine Elkins, and achieved 
immense popularity. She is now about 25 
years of age, but when only 20 it was said 
of her that she discharged with the skill and 
tact of the most experienced social leader all 
the responsibilities of hostess at the home of 
one of the most prominent diplomats in the 
world. 

This beauty from the czar’s domain was 
a member of her uncle's household from the 
time she was 3 years old. Finally, she be- 
came the adopted daughter of Count Cassini. 
She has lived in all parts of the world and 
speaks half a dozen languages with fluency. 

Love of dress is a passion with the countess. 
It has been said of her that if her early am- 
bition were translated into prayer it would 
be, Please God, make me as beautiful as 
you can.“ She cannot understand how any 
woman could desire anything before that, 
but having been blessed with a rare type of 
beauty sufficiently distinctive to fulfill the 
dreams of her young girlhood, she has of late 
years turned her major attention to dress. 


Eighty Gowns All at Once. 

At one time her wardrobe has embraced 
as many as eighty gowns, three dozen pairs 
of shoes and slippers, nearly an equal num- 
ber of hats, a proportionate array of cloaks 
and wraps, and a dozen muffs. During the 
social season the countess has required as 
many as three French maids to care for her 
finery. 

The Russian in her shows in her hobby for 
furs. A superb stole and muff of ermine, 
a great coat of sealskin, the like of which 
is seldom seen even at the imperial] court of 
the czar, where rich furs are the rule, and 
a set of Russian sable which represents a 
small fortunes are a few of the especially 
attractive trophies in her treasure trove. 

Vying with the girl’s furs are her jewels. 
Not only do they include gems in every con- 
ceivable form of setting but also richly jew- 
eled decorations. One of the most conspicu- 
ous of these latter is the insignia of the Order 
of Chefakat, which was bestowed upon her 
by the sultan of Turkey. 


Her Beauty Is All Her Own. 

The countess frequently is designated as a 
Russian type of beauty, but in reality the 
beauty is all her own, for it is unusual to 
find among the Russians a counterpart of 
her glossy black hair and luminous brown 
eyes, combined with such a remarkably clear 
complexion. , 

She has all the vivacity of a French woman, 
is exceedingly graceful, and Fer English is 
made attractive by a slight accent. When 
she is not smiling her face wears a truly 
Russian expression of seriousness.’ She ap- 
parently has an inexhaustible fund of the 
spirit of youth, and this gayest of young 
women, who is as audacious in her pursuit 
of enjoyment as an American girl, enters 
into everything with an exuberance which 
is attributed to that first principle of a Rus- 
sian woman's existence, take care of your 
health.“ 

The countess is an admirer of American 
women. She does not believe in unnecessary 
restrictions, and consequently she found the 
degree of freedom enjoyed by Miss Colum- 
bia’s daughters in pleasing contrast with con- 
ditions in Russia, where a gir! is not allawed 
to be out alone, even in the daytime. More- 
over, she is only too ready to concede the 
beauty of American women, but just here, 
with natural loyalty to her own country- 
women, she makes a reservation in her con- 
cessions as to the superiority of American 
women. 

Tribute to Russian Women. 

Said she once in discussing the subject: 

“In my opinion the belles of St. Petersburg 
are the most brilliant women in the world. 
I know that Parisians have long laid claim 
to that distinction, gue we have a house in 
Paris and spend part of every year there, and 
during these intervals I have made a study 
of the French women, with the result that I 
have been strengthened in my contention 
that, while fascinating and witty, they are 
not as brilliant as the social leaders of the 
Russian capital. 

“To be candid, I must confess that the 
Russian women, for whom you see I have 
such ah admiration, are not as beautiful as 
the American women. They are what might 
be designated as handsome rather than 
pretty. They have not the sweet faces one 
sees so often on the streets of every Ameri- 
can city, but nevertheless they are beautiful 
in a different way. The features might, I 
suspect, be considered almost coarse beside 
those of American women, but they are full 
of strength and character, and the typical 
Russian beauty is splendid in manner and 
magnificent in bearing. Indeed, grace—grace 
of speech and grace of manner—constitutes 
one of the chief fascinations of the Russian 

lle.“ 

Annouen Countess Cassini, with the in- 
stinct of a diplomat’s daughter, has been a 
trifie chary of expressing an opinion on the 
subject, there is reason to suspect that she 
admires the American women more than the 
American men. She is prone to chide the 
latter because almost without exception they 
prefer talking business to discussing any 
other subjects. She admits, however, that 
these Yankee money makers are excellent 
husbands—to use her own words, so nice 
and rich and not at all troublesome.“

What is believed by workmen in the quarry 
of the Illinois Stone company near Lemont, 
III., to have been a lapse of memory on the 
part of Michael Kluga, a powder man, cost 
his life in an explosion yesterday afternoon, 
also that of Julius Steinke, a foreman. Two 
other men were badly hurt, fifty-one had nar- 
row escapes, and $2,000 damage to property 
resulted. 

A large stone was being transported from 
one part of the quarry to another on a car. 
Last fall when a number of holes had been 
drilled and charged with dynamite all of the 
charges had been fired but one. It was in this 
stone that the forgotten charge was located, 
and Kluga is not supposed to have recalied 
this when Nels Nelson, a laborer, was told 
to use a sledge. 

When the hammer fell there was a loud re- 
port, showers of broken rock fell, and the 
panic stricken workmen standing at a dis- 
tance found their comrades either dead or 
unconscious.

With the death of Michael Kluga, the last 
of four brothers of that family have met 
violent and sudden deaths. The first of the 
four brothers was shot to death by state 
militia in 1898 while he attempted to pass a 
picket line just outside of Lemont, where a 
strike was in progress. His death occurred 
near the scene of the quarry explosion. 

Three years ago two other brothers of 
Kluga were instantly killed when a buggy in 
which they were driving near Joliet was 
struck by a fast passenger train.

Upper House Ready to Consider

The Payne bill as it was sent to the senate

in number, most of them of a highly finished 
character and many used as toilet articles 
comparatively expensive, are assessed at the 
rate of 20 per cent ad valorem. * 9 
provides: 

“That there shall be levied, collected, and 
paid on the importation of all raw or un- 
manufactured articles not enumerated or 
provided for in this act, a duty of 10 per 
cent ad valorem and on all articles manu- 


factured, in whole or in part, not provided. 


for ip this act, a duty of 20 per cent ad va- 
lorem.“ 


Twenty Per Cent Rate Claimed. 

Many members of the house hold that 
under this provision products of petroleum 
would be assessed at the rate of 20 per 
cent. 5 
Representative Tawney of Minnesota con- 
tended today that the intent of the house 
was made clear by the official record and 
that a blunder was made that may be cor- 
rected by a resolution forwarded to the sen- 
ate setting forth just what the house intend- 
ed to do. Mr. Tawney said further that the 
house could recall the bill from the senate 
and make a correction in the oil schedule, 
admitting duty free the products of petro- 
leum as well as crude and refined petro- 
leum. 

The discovery of today is a matter of great 
annoyance to the house leaders and it will 
be determined between now and Monday 
whether the bill shall be recalled from the 
senate or corrected by resolution.

ENDS ALL LOT PROSECUTION.

Tulsa, Okla., April 10.—Gov. Charles N. 
Haskell. Oklahoma's. first chief executive, 
‘and the six other prominent Oklahomans in- 
dicted by the federal grand jury, charged 
with fraud in Muskogee town lots, will not 
have to stand trial. The motion of the de- 
fendants to quash the indictments was up- 
held today by Judge John A. Marshall of 
Utah in the United States Circuit court. 

The court in a long decision quashed the 
indictments on the ground that they were 
returned by a grand jury composed of twen- 
ty-three men under the federal law instead 
of by a jury of sixteen, ag provided for by 
the Arkansas law, which Was held to be in 
force in old Indian territory by federal en- 
actment at the time when the alleged frauds 
were committed. | 


Ends Town Lot Prosecution 

It is stated that all town lot fra pro- 
ceedings undoubtedly will be drop by the 
government. Aside from the town lot cases 
eighteen persons indicted for various of- 
fenses under similar circumstances will go 
free under the ruling. 

Government attorneys hold that ugder the 
ruling not a single conviction can be se- 
cured for a crime committed prior to state- 
hood in which the accused was not indicted 
before statehood.

ATTACKS ON TART 


The senate tariff bill, so far as rates are 
concerned, was completed tonight, but it was 
decided that in making a report Chairman 
Aldrich will announce a reservation on cer- 
tain important schedules for future action. 
These reservations will include hides, steel 
rails, wood pulp, and crude petroleum. 

Chairman Aldrich asserted tonight that the 
senate committee had made a more general 
revision of rates than was done by the house 
committee on ways and means, and that 
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reductions in schedules had been made on a 
far greater number of articles. This did not 


even his best friends recognized as serious 
faults.

Mr. Roosevelt was enabled to accomplish 
things which congress would have strangled 
had they been proposed by any other man 
on earth. 

President Taft’s methods are essentially 
the same. As governor of the Philippines, as 
secretary of war, and as Republican candi- 
date for the presidency he made his appeals 
always to the people who followed Roosevelt 
so enthusiastically, and yet there never has 
been a time when Mr. Taft has personatly 
adopted any of the well known public meth- 
ods of Mr. Roosevelt. 

He begins his administration confronted 
with the eternal and infamous demand for 
office which greets every new president, and 
which is leading many thoughtful: men to 
the belief that the civil service law may 
possibly have to be extended to some of the 
highest offices within tge gift of the govern- 
ment. It is characteristic of the methodical 
training of the new president that he has 
dovetailed this unpleasant work into the la- 
bors of congress on the tariff. He is not 
interfering with the progress of the tariff 
bill either in the house or the senate. 


. Officials Fear His Silence. 

He has resumed his old attitude of judge, 
and some of the men in congress who were at 
first inclined to ride roughshod over the 
wishes of the people are getting frightened 
as to what this judicial silence may ulti- 
mately mean. The president meanwhile is 
going along straightening out his office pat- 
ronage trouble, so that when congress finally 
has disposeé of the tariff his presidential 
work in the executive office will be nearly 
over, and he will be enabled to take up the 
tariff question without being confronted 
with patronage perplexities. 

N N who are afraid the Taft adminis- 
tratioR is likely to abandon the principal 

olicies of the Rogsevelt régime are woefully 
ignorant of the real situation. Mr. Taftisa 
man who makes up his mind judicially, but 
when it is made up he is rather apt to hold to 
his opinion until it is overruled by a higher 
court, and the o@ly higher court for him in 
his present position is that made up of the 
great mass of people. In calling the extra

in the first regular message to congress 
which will demonstrate beyond the possibil- 
ity of a doubt not only that the Taft adminis- 
tration proposes to adhere to the principal 
policies which made Mr. Roosevelt famous 
but that they are even to be expanded and 
developed along lines which were fully under- 
stood long before President Roosevelt picked 
out Mr. Taft as his most desirable successor. 

That the keynote of the new administration 
is to be conservatism does not mean there ig 
to be a single — taken in the backward 
direction. It merely means that every step 
will be taken intelligently. — .

A similar condition will be reported on 
steel rails, The Payne rates ure $3.92 per 
ton, which is one-half the exist rate. The 
committee was impressed with the argu- 
ments made by the steel manufacturers that 
this rate should be increased, but it is known 
that considerable opposition to such action 
will be.manifested in the senate. 

No decision has been reached on the subject 
of wood pulp, and this fact will be announced 
by Senator Aldrich when he reports the bill. 
The same is true of crude petroleum, which 
the house put on the free list against the 
protest of leaders in that body. It is likely 
that the senate will be given an opportunity 
to vote upon this article. The auties on lum- 
ber also promise to occasion considerable de- 
bate in the senate, and while no change from 
the Payne bill will be recommended, it is 
predicted that a number of amendments will 
be offered on the floor of the senate. 

After a long discussion of the rate on 
bituminous coal the senate committee today 
decided to recommend a reduction from 67 
cents to 40 cents a ton in view of the action of 
the committee yesterday in striking out the 
reciprocity clause. The Payne bill includes 
Slack or culm coal at the same rate as was 
fixed for bituminous coal, increasing the duty 
on this product from 15 cents to 67 cents. The 
senate committee has decided to restore the 
Dingley rate of 15 cents per ton. 


Would Keep Old Woolen Rate. 

The existing rates on woolens, which were 
materially decreased by the Payne bill, “vill 
be recommended by the senate committee. 
Specific duties will be recommended through- 
out on silks of all kinds, the specific duty 
being a trifle above the combined ad valerem 
and specific duties now collected under the 
Dingley act. This action is.taken in order to 
meet probable severe competition with Japan 
silks, which every year are coming in in 
larger quantities at a constantly decreasing 
cost of manufacture. 

The demand for protecffon for long staple 
cotton, which comes into competition with 
Egyptian cotton, used in the manufacture of 
mercerized silk goods, has been denied by 
the senate committ2e. This action was taken 
on the ground that the long staple cotton 
1 * on the sea islands of South Carolina 
and Florida now brings a high price in the 
American market and for the further reason 
that it would be difficult not to give like pro- 
tection to cotton raised in certain parts of 
Texas and Mississippi, which is of compara- 
tively long staple. 

Present indications are that the committee 
will report the bill to the senate on Tuesday 
next.

Senator Charges That Taft Is Attempt-

Washington, D. C., April 10.— [Special. 1 
Senator Bailey attacked the president in the 
course of a speech on an amendment to the 
census bill, which passed the senate today, 
declaring that if, as reported, the president 
had announced that he would not sign the 
bill if it did not provide for placing the ap- 
pointments of census employés under the 
civil service commission, ‘‘he had early taken 
it upom himself to coerce congress,’’ and, if 
this was attempted, Mr. Taft would find the 
preceding seven years a holiday” com- 
pared to what the next four years would de. 

Senator Bailey wished to amend the bill 
to take the appointments out of civil service 
and allow senators and representatives to 
name employés of the census. In the course 
of his remarks, which were later vigorously 
answered by Senator Lodge, Senator Bailey 
declared that the president went to his high 
office from the bench, where the tendency 
is toward a certain kind of tyranny,” that 
the civil service law was a humbug and a 
pretense, and that President Roosevelt hed 
not hesitated to appoint men without refer- 
ence to the law. He said he hoped for the 
best for the Taft administration, but that no 
man who ever had entered the office had less 
desirable preparation than the incumbent 
by reason of his service as a judge. 

The bill as passed today is understood to 
be drawn in accordaygce with Mr. Taft’s 
views.

5 As a patriotic order we feel it our duty 
to present this matter to the proper authori- 
ties and see to it that something is done. 
We are a nonpartisan body politically, ex- 


cept - in the sense that we are solicitous for 


the welfare of the nation. These charges 
are pertinent and should not be allowed to 
go unheeded.” 


Coan Says He Has Proofs. 


Mr. Coan, author of the book, has battered 
Socialism, Debs, and other leaders of the 
movement, and says he is ready to stand back 
of all his allegations and that he has papers 
to prove his case. 

Although the Infependent Americans, in 
their petition, do not indorse the statements 
made in The Coming Peril,“ they declare 
them so sweeping as to demand immediate 
attention.

STRAND ER IN HOT WATER; | 
WOMAN AFTER REALTY MAN. 


Receiver Is Named for $2,000,000 
New York Corporation on Com- 
plaint of One of Its Stockholders. 


New York, April 10.—[Special.]—W. M. Os- 
trander, Inc., a $2,000,000 real estate com- 
pany that Walter M. Ostrander presented to 
a waiting world back in 1906, is in trouble. 
Justice Hendrick of the Supreme court has 
appointed Meyer Nussbaum receiver of the 
concern pending trial of the suit instituted 
against Ostrander and others associated with 
him for an accounting and the restitution of 
moneys alleged to have been diverted. 

Mrs. Nene Van Tuyll Fenn, who gave up 
$8,500 in response to Ostrander’s advertise- 
ments, is the petitioner in receivership pro- 
ceédings as well as the plaintiff in the suit 
for an accounting. She alleges that title 
to real estate supposed to be owned by the 
Ostrander company is in reality in the name 
of Ostrander and his associates; that par- 
cels of the property have been sold since 
the suit for an accounting began, and that 
unless assets are put in the hands of a re- 
ceiver, pending determination of litigation, 
there is likely to be nothing left to satisfy 
judgment. 

The petitioner alleges that in eight months 
there has been an apparent shrinkage in 
the company’s real assets from $394,955 
to $78,654. 

Ostrander and other defendants say the 
loss is merely theoretical.“ 

The Ostrander company has about $1,200,- 


stockholders. Most of the investors, she al- 
leges, are people of small means who have 
been persuaded to buy two or more shares 
each, rarely more than five, and who have 
paid for them in weekly or monthly install- 
ments of $5 or $10 each. 

Practically all of the 12,000 shares issued, 
according to the complaint, went to Ostrand- 
er as the purchase price of his good will and 
reputation as a real estate dealer and for his 


6,000 shares.

HIGH UP IN AIR. 


Hospital Patient in New. York 
Rescued After Desperate 
Attempt to Leap. 


GOES THROUGH WINDOW. 


| Doctors and Nurses Hold Her by 


. Wrists Until Firemen 
Arrive. 


New York, April 10.—[Special. IA woman 
patient at the lying-in hospital at Second 
avenue and Highteenth street hung for over 
half an hour tonight from a sixth floor ledge 
on the Eighteenth street side of the hospital 
with half a dozen nurses and physicians tug- 
ging at her wrists trying to pull her in. 

There is no telling what the outcome would 
have been if some one had not pulled a fire 
alarm box and called out Deputy Chief Lang- 
ford and a crew of firemen, who finally pulled 
the woman into a window on the fifth floor. . 

By that time the street was crowded with 
over 2,000 persons, whe hag been drawn from 
all around the neighborhood by the woman's 
incessant screaming. Police reserves were 
sent out to clear Second avenue so street cars 
could pags. 

The woman was Mrs. Nora Hickey, 38 
years old, of 206 West Houston street, who 
is the wife of Michael Hickey. She gave 
birth to a boy at the hospital three weeks ago 
and went home a week later, but was advised 
to return because neither herself nor the 
child was getting proper treatment at home. 


Thought She Saw Husband. 
Tonight Mrs. Hickey was walking around 


(the ward of the sixth floor in charge of Dr. 


Davis, jn which Miss McDonald was the 
head nurse. Mrs. Hickey was wearing 
stockings and slippers and had on a house 
dress. She suddenly got a delusion, as the 
hospital physicians learned later, that her 
husband was on a building across the street, 
and the moment Miss McDonald left the 
ward Mrs. Hickey ran to a window on the 
Eighteenth street side, stuck both her feet 
through the single pane of glass which 
formed the bottom part, and crawled through 
the opening. Her feet, legs, and hands 
were badly cut when she went through. 

In an adjoining ward Drs. Conklin and 
Brooks were discussing a case when they 
heard the crashing of glass. Both ran into 
Mrs. Hickey’s ward, followed by several 
nurses. They reached the window just as 
Mrs. Hickey was letting go her hold on the 
sill to drop the six stories into the street. 
Each grabbed a wrist, but on account of the 
jagged condition of the glass they had to be 
careful of their own arme 
| Ladder Put Up to Help. 

When the truck came along with Deputy 
Chief Lingford, Capt. John J. Shannon or- 
dered a seventy-five foot extension ladder 
run up quickly, and Shannon scrambled to 
the top as fast as he could. When he got 
near the woman she kicked at him so vigor- 
ously that Shannon yelled for help. 

Fireman Haupt went up the same ladder 
and tried to get a tight hold on her legs, 
They were having little success and the lad- 
der got to swaying dangerously, when Fire- 
man Whalen and Policeman Gernovsky went 
up inside the hospital to a window on the 
fifth floor within reach of the woman. 

Whalen climbed out on the ledge and with 
the assistance of Capt. Shannon and Haupt 
got her legs in his anms. At the proper 
time they gave the signal to the doctors on 
the floor above to let go the woman's wrists, 
Then Whalen and Gernovsky pulled Mrs, 
Hickey in at their window without much fur- 
ther trouble.

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DIVORCES IN RUSH; 
RECORD BY JUDGES 


Barnes and Ball Hear 64 Sep- 
aration Suits at Rate of 
Three Minutes a Case. 


MUST SHOW LOVE NOTES. 


Verbal Testimony Not Accepta- 
ble; Assault with Eggs Held 
Not Actionable. 


—— 


“ Knots severed in a hurry,” or “ Divorces 
grantec while you walt,“ would have been 
appropriate signs outside the doors of the 
Superior court yester morning. when 
Judges Barnes and Ball disposed of sixty- 
four suits for legal separation in record 
breaking time. 

There were three others on the Ust. it be- 
ing the firs. default day of the April term, but 
the petitioners failed to put in an appearance, 
Several of the cases were heard in about 
three minutes each. The hearings were both 
pathetic and humorous and furnished much 
entertainment for the hundreds of idle men 
and women who crowded the courtrooms. 

Desertion was the principal charge made. 
and women predominated as petitioners. 
Many of the women had as star witnesses the 
men who are paying the legal fees—the men 
who will put the finishing touches to their 
romances by taking out marriage licenses for 
therrselves later. 

Two new rulings were made by the court. 
One puis in doubt the right of men from 
foreign lands to procure divorces in Illinois 
when their wives refuse to join them here. 
The other regards verbal testimony regard- 
ing alleged love letters which have been 
„ mislaid. Judge Barnes stated that such 
letters frequently disclose more about the 
real cause of the difficulty than the libellants 
wish to disclose. 


Assaulted with Scrambled Eggs. 

A. R Williams charged both desertion and 
eruelty in his suit against Mrs. Mamie Will- 
jams. They weie married April 10, 1900, and 
separated April 14, 1906. 

What did she do to you on Jan. 1, 1903? 
asked Gray Lucas. representing the libellant. 

“She assaulted megwith scrambled eggs 
that she grabbed up from the breakfast 
table.“ Williams answered. 

“Do you think that warrants divorce?” 
asked the court. 

** Some time later she hit me with a lighted 
lamp and burned my shirt off,“ answered 
Williams. 

George S. Williams was called as a cor- 
roborative witness and repeated the egg as- 
sault story, when the court broke in with: 
O, I don't care anything about scrambled 
eggs; what else did she do“ 

The witness then gave evidence of deser- 
tion, But the court deferred granting the 
decree. 

Left Hungary; Wife Wcouldn’t. 

Samuel Wolff, a baker, told of marrying 
Mrs. Beppie Wolff in Hungary on May 1. 
1903, and his subsequent emigration to Chi- 
cago, to his sending her $180 to join him here 
and her refusal, which he believed justified 
his suit for desertion. 

“Why did you leave Hungary?” asked 
Judge Barnes. 

„Because I could better my condition 
nere. replied the libellant. 

Well, I doubt much whether a woman 
should expatriate herself from her native 
land under such conditions said the court. 


“Now. then. if you had found it impoeeible 


to make a living there it would be different. I 
doubt whether that constitutes desertion. If 
you had moved to some other place in the 
same country it would be different, but tear- 
ing her away from her native land is a serious 
proposition. 

Attorney Frank Schoenfeld, representing 
the petitioner, tried to argue the case, but 
to him the court said: 

Now. if he had come here from New ,ork, 
for example, and she refused. it would have 
been desertion. But it is juct as if you would 
tell your wife that you were going to China 
or Australia and demanded that she accom- 
pany you. However, III take the case under 
consideration.“

could not speak English. and Judge Barnes, 
who had been maintaining the three minute 
clip previously, said impatiently: “‘ Continue

CITY TRACTION FUND GROWS 


Companies Send in Checks for 
$521,666 and $612,782.

Commissioner Hanberg Warns Public 
Against Paying ‘‘Fees.’’ 


The city’s traction fund—held by the orig!- 
nal plans for the purchase of the street rall- 
way lines, but since figured as a basis for 
subway construction—was swelled almost to 
$3,000.000 yesterday. The exact figures were 
$2,976,911. : 

Fred A. Stowe, assistant to President 
Thomas E. Mitten of the City railway com- 
pany, turned over to Deputy Controller Gos- 
selin a check for $521,666 55, and C. A Liv- 
ingston, confidential representative of Pres- 
ident John M. Roach, presented a check for 

2,782.55. The returns from last year 
were $691,907.71 from the City company and 
$900,554.94 from the Railways company, 
which also handed over $250,000 early this 
year. 

Both companies claimed a rebate on the 
wheel tax assessed against them, the amount 
in the case of the City company being $921 
and in the case of the Rallways, $480. 


Shows Deficit of $2,248. 


The disappointment of the aay to those 
not intimate with traction affairs was the 
report of the Calumet and South Chicago. 
showing a deficit of 52 248 68. The other two 
reports have been published and the state- 
ment of the southern lines follows:

GROCERY STRIKE 
ENDS IN FAILURE, 


Men Compel Union Officers to 
Let Them Seek Old Places 
„Without Censure.” 


MANY ALREADY AT WORK 


Employes Return on Former 
Terms, but Wholesalers May 
Agree to Arbitration. 


The strike of wholesale grocery employés 
is virtually ended. At a meeting of the 
union yesterday a resolution “ not to cen- 
sure any striker for applying for his old job 
and returning to work was adopted. 

This action was forced upon the officers of 
the union by the strikers, many of whom 
returned to work inthe morning. The former 
employés of the W. J. Quan company and 
the W. M. Hoyt company returned in a 
body and tomorrow morning all of the 500 
strikers, against whom the Merchants’ ex- 
change has no grievance, probably will be 
back in their old places. 

The strike began on March 81 at Sprague, 
Warner & Co.'s and spread to Include the men 
in most of the large grocery and coffee 
houses. It was a total failure, the men re- 
turning under the old conditions of sixty 
hours a week. They struck for a fifty-four 
hour week, including a half holiday on Sat- 
urday the year round. ' 


Union Blames Freight Handlers. 

Blame for the fiasco is placed by the leaders 
at the door of the Freight Han@lers’ union, 
with which the Wholesale Grocery Em- 
ployés’ union is affillated. The freight 
handlers refused to jeopardize their Organi- 
gation by striking in sympathy with the 
grocery employés, though the freight han- 
dlers' district council several times voted to 
extend its moral and financial support.“ 

The strikers became discouraged when it 
was evident that the international executive 
board would refuse to levy a general assess- 
ment to raise funds with which to pay bene- 
fits, 

The stampede to work followed the issu- 
ance of a circular letter by the Merchants’ 
exchange calling upon all former employés 
to return to work, provided they had broken 
no laws. and stating the merchants would 
grant no further conferences with commit- 
tees of the union. Previous to breaking off 
negotiations the merchants had offered the 
strikers a compromise proposition of a nine 
hour day eight months in the year and a ten 
hour day the remaining four months. 


Employers May Arbitrate. 

It is probable that the officials of the mer- 
chants’ exchange will consider favorably a 
request by officers of the union that the dis- 
puted points be arbitrated after all strikers 
have returned to work unconditionally. 

A meeting of a committee of the hodcar- 
riers and building laborers’ union and a 
committee of mason contractors was held in 
the afternoon relative to the demand of the 
laborers for an increase in wages from $2.80 
to $8.20 a day. 1.0 agreement was reached 
and the meeting was postponed until! 
Wednesday afternoon. . 

Unsettled labor conditions in the building 
industry have caused Mrs. Lysander Hill, 
887 Ontario street, to postpone until next 
year the erection of an addition to the Home 
for Destitute Crippled Children at 46 Park 
avenue.

Maid ot the Mist, Bridges, and Electric 
„Plants in Peril. 


Ni Falls, N. T., April 10.—[Spectal.]— 
The great ice jam in Niagara gorge has 
backed the water up, until it is oVer forty 
feet hdgher than normal from the cataract 
to Youngstown. The ice is packed so heavily 
that it is possible to cross it at Devil's Hole. 
Engineers who. have examined it say it 
would be futile to attempt dynamite. 

It is estimated that the damage ddne on 
both sides of the river will reach $500,000, 
and, taking into consideration the delay 
which will ensue in opening navigation, may 
reach $1,000,000. 


Maid of the Mist in Danger. 

The steamef Maid of the Mist, which in 
summer carries passengers up colse to the 
falls, ds in danger of being wrecked. It is 
tipped on, ite side and the ice is piling up 
around it. ae: 

The damage to the roadbed of the Gorge 
trolley road is estimated tonight at $200,000. 
Four miles of the line is under ice and the 
roadbed has been washed away in many 
places. The tracks are covered by ice in 
many places to a height of fifteen feet. 

The Cornell house, situated near the Ni- 
agara Navigation company’s docks at Lewis- 
ton, is in danger of being carried away. 


Power Plants Are Damaged. 
„The plant of the Ontario Power company 
of Niagara Falls, Ont., has suffered consid- 
erable damage, water and ice having poured 
through the windows and south door of the 
power house, causing a stoppage of the 
machinery. Temporary connection is being 
made, through the courtesy of the Electrica] 
“Development company, with their works, and 
the steam reserve plants at Rochester, Syra- 
cuse, West Seneca, and elsewhere are be- 
ing used to supply a portion of the current 
in the state of New York. 

The intention is to supply the public serv- 
ice corporations first, such railroads and 
lighting companies, and afterwards the man- 
ufacturers and private users. 

In addition to the plant of the Ontario 
Power company, that of the Hydraulic Power 
company also is seriously interfered fwith 
by the ice. 

The Maid of the Mist steamer landing has 
been swept away and the upper steel arch 
bridge and the suspension bridge near Lew- 
iston are threatened.

OIL FEES SOUGHT, | 
~ NEARLY $155,000. 


Three Former City Inspectors 
Begin Litigation in the 
U. S. Circuit Court. 


ASK $95,000 OF STANDARD 


Also Claim About $60,000 
Turned Into Municipal Treas- 
ury While in Office. 


Litigation to recover about $155,000 in fees 
that they claim is due them was begun yes- 
terday by three former city oil inspectors. 
They want $95,000 from the Standard Oil 
company for fees that never were paid and 
about $60,000 from the city for fees which 
they turned over while they were in office. 

Melville G. Holding, Edward M. Cummings, 
and John A. Ploner, each of whom held the 
position of oil inspector for two years, de- 
tween 1901 and 1907, joined in bringing suits 
in the United States Circuit court for fees on 
haphtha and gasoline gvhich were charged 
against tthe Standard Oil during their terms 
of office, 2 

In addition they authorized their attorneys, 
James Hamilton Lewis and Maclay Hoyne, 
to begin suits ‘against the city to compel a 
restitution of the entire amount of the fees 
collected by each of them from the Standard 
Oil company for the inspection of kerosene 
which, minus their own salaries arid the ex- 
penses of their offices, were turned over to 
the city. 


Fight Follows. Court Ruling. 

The three men, in turn, followed O. K.“ 
Burke in office. After that official's difficulty 
with the city; an ordinance compelling future 
inspectors to agree to accept only a salary of 
$3,600 a year and the expenses of the office 
was passed by the city council. Those were 
the terms under which Holding, Cummings, 
and Ploner took the job. 

When Burke was threatened with crimi- 
nal proceedings he took the question of his 
right to all the fees up to the Supreme court. 
In February, 1907, that tribunal ruled with 
him that he was entitled to retain the entire 
amount and that, under the state law, the 
city could not compel an inspector to de- 
mand no more than a fixed salary.

Think Claims Are Good. 


Attorneys Lewis and Hoyne are out of the 
city. but Ploner and Cummings said that 
they had been advised that their title to all 
of the fees during their terms of office was 
clear. 

Under the decision of the Supreme court.“ 
said Ploner, “the city saw that it could not 
collect the fees for naphtha and gasoline, and 
the Standard Oil company showed its ac- 
ceptance of the necessity of paying them by 
beginning to do so last September. 

„We intend also to sue for all our fees. 
After the Supreme pourt decision the city re- 
fused to accept any more fees from me and 
my salary was stopped. Since that time In- 
spector Andrews has received all the fegs. 
That establishes our right to all of them. 

Cummings estimated that the balarice of 
fees turned over to the city, the return of 
which would be sought, was about $10,000 a 
year. 

: The salary of the inspector was fixed at 
$3,600 a year.“ he said. and he was allowed 
to deduct from the fees the salaries of his 
deputies and the expenses of his office. 
These amounted altogether to about $10.000, 
and the year’s collections averaged about 
$20,000. Under those conditions each one of 
us—with the possible exception of Ploner. 
who received all the fees during three 
months of his term—is entitled to about $20,-

Superintendent Declares Cat- 
tle Better Cared for than 
Children of Farmers. 


Dr. A. F. Nightingale “Filled 
with Righteous Indignation” 
in His Biennial Report. 


** Shameful penuriousness. „ beggarly ” 
and disease breeding conditions, sloth- 
fulness,“ and indifference” are a few of the 
criticisms and condemnations of Cook county 
schools that appear in the biennial report 
just issued by the superintendent, Dr. A. F. 
Nightingale. 

He cracks his biting lash unmercifully and 
impartially over school directors and citizens 


and occasionally a blow is aimed at the 
teachers. 


“ This is a dark picture,” he says toward 
the end, but not darker than the reallty.“ 
He declares there is no excuse for the con- 


cannot visit the schools and not be filled 
with righteous indignation.’’ He cannot even 
think upon this subject with any degree of 
patience.’’ 

No way seems to have been found,” he 
says, to impress upon our rural neighbors 
the profound truth that their children are 
entitled to all the available opportunities 
which are offered so abundantly to the chil- 
dren of our cities and villages. 


Only Handful Interested. 


* Uniess local jealousies are stirred, the 
election of directors is attended by a mere 
handful of citizens. Sometimes good men, 
but often those absolutely indifferent to 
all the interests involved, are put into office. 

A teacher is hired and a contract signed. 
Salaries are a mere pittance in many cases, 
$40 a month being paid in many districts. Take 
from this amount $14 a month for board and 
$5 a month for carfare and there will be $147 
left as the net earnings for a year, or $2.83 
a week. Such wages are about oné-half those 
paid: the ordinary servant in a city family. 

“Why is this? 

Is it not because of the low assessed valu- 
ation of the property, the small per cent 
levied upon that small valuation for school | 
purposes, oftem much less than 1 per cent, 
when 2% are allowed, and the shameful 
penuriousness of those who manage those 
schools? 


Cattle Cared for Better. 


“ We may visit many a farm in Illinois and 
find the stock sheltefed, groomed, reared and 
cared for with greater interest, anxiety, and 
pride than are displayed in the supplying of 
children with necesssary accessories. 

“The difference between a poor. teacher, 
hundreds of who are pretending to teach in 
the schools, and a first class, thoroughly 
consecrated teacher is about the difference 
between a poor, miserable, scrawny cow, val- 
‘wed at $20 and dear at that, and the $10,000 
champion cow of the Rosedale farm. 

In the one case we are thinking of milk, 
butter, and cheese, and in the other of aciti- 
zen of the republic, whose influence and 
measure of contentment, self-respect, and 
success depend upon the early training he re- 
celves. 


Menial Task for Teachers. 


“Teachers are asked, nay, compelled, to 
sweep the schoolrooms, cut the kindling, lug 
the coal, build the fires—menial tasks which 
are no more the part of the school teacher 
than it would be for the president of the 
United States to build the fires and sweep the 
White house. 

I say it with all the emphasis of which I 
am capable, shame upon the community 
vhich will permit the teacher to do the work 
of the janitor or the scrub woman. 

I find that most of the rooms are cleansed 
(scrubbed) but once a year. As the law pro- 
tects the community from criminals (I would 
Almost say other criminals), why should it 


neglect.“

Judge Adds Another Chapter to His 
Defense of Parole.

Judge Mekenzie Cleland foresees the 
doom of the Municipal court of Chicago as a 
result of the atfitude of its chief justice, 
Harry Olson, who, he says, “is suffering 
from a case of arrested development, but 
probably will work out of it all right in 
time.” Judge Cleland delivered the criticism 
of his official superior in the course of an 
argument yesterday afternoon at the annual 
meeting of the Lawyers’ Association of Illi- 
nois against the right of the chief justice to 
transfer him from the criminal to the civil 
branch of the court.. 

After a résumé of the creation of the Mu- 
nicipal court and its duties, Judge Cleland 
„aid the court was intended to be a modern 
“court of justice, and that its success depend- 
ed upon the interpretation to be given the 
duties of its chief justice, which, he contend- 
ed, the present chief justice, Mr. Olson, had 
evidently entirely misconstfued, distorted, 
and arbitrarily compelled others to view aa 
he did. 

Fears It Will Be Fossilated. 

“Tf the chief justice,“ he said, can arbi- 
trarily assign any of the justices of the court, 
other than specified in its creation, then the 
court will be fossilated, its judges be de- 
prived of their self-respect, shorn of their re- 
sponsibilities, and subjected to the whims 
of the chief justice. It has been called a 

poor man’s’ court, but it is not. 

Justice Olson has taken upon himself 
an interprefation of the law regarding the 
court and its duties that are clearly wrong. 
He considers himself the general superin- 
tendent of the court. The law does not pro- 
vide for such duties. Under the law the chief 
justice, in addition to his other powers, is 
simply a chief clerk. 

What self-respecting lawyer will humili- 
ate himself.by being elected a member of this 
court if once he finds he is to be the employé 
of its chief justice? Mr. Olson is not my 
superintendent, and will never be. I have 
high regard for him personally, but—he 


should not assume r that will ruin 
the Municipal court. — 


Calls Transfer Arbitrary. 

The chief justice can transfer justices un- 
der the provisions of the law for prompt dis- 
posal of the work of the court. but the law 
never intended his venting his personal 
spleen and feeling on those whom he trans- 
fers without due course of law. He assumed 
to transfer me arbitrarily and without cause 
and did it at his own will. Mr. Olson dis- 
agreed regarding the ſoperatlon of my court 
and said it should be run so and so. 

“I told him I was responsible for my court 
and for my actions to the people who elected 
me and not to him and would not enter any 
order unless it was right and legal. He would 
not assume the responsibility of my trans- 
fer, but by ways known to himself persuaded 
a committee of justices to do it for him. I 
sympathize with those justices sent here and 
there miles away from home. I am sorry for 
them.”

Swinburne. the poet, died this morning at his 
home, the Pines, Putney. Death followed an 
iliness of less than a week. Mr. Swinburne 
took his customary walk of six miles on his 
seventy-second birthday, which fell upon 
Monday, and the following day was attacked 
by influenza. f 

On Wednesday the disease was complicated 
with pneumonia, gnd Mr. Swinburne’s med- 
ical attendant, who pulled him through his 
last attack of pneumonia, telephoned for Sir 
Douglas Powell, who, on examining Swin- 
burne, pronounced his case critical. Since 
then there had been no improvement. 

Theodore Watts-Dutton, who lived with 
Mr. Swinburne, has been suffering from in- 
fluenza for more than a fortnight and still is 
in a dangerous condition. All the other mem- 
bers of the household also have been victims 
of the disease within a few weeks. 


SKETCH OF SWINBURNE’S LIFE.

Lady Constance Lyttleton Gives 
Strange Reason for Fad. 


CROWD’S CRY THE CAUSE. 


Noblewoman Takes Sides Because of 
Wish to Clean Things. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, April 10.—Lady Constance Lyt- 
tleton, who has the proud distinction of 
being the first woman to shed her blood in 
the cause of woman suffrage, gave & curious 


exposition of the reasons for her faith. She 


said at a public meeting in Queen’s hall that 


she had missed many opportunities in life, 


had she taken advantage of her social 
— — she might have had influence with 
those in influential places. 

The whole social surroundings of her life 
always had been repellant to her. The pub- 
licity of the ballroom had a terror for her 
even in youth. She came of literary stock, 
but she had not developed and made use of 
her educational opportunities, but had let 
them go by. She never had cared much for 
books and never cared much for the society 
of intellectual people. 

Washing Always Her Fad. 

When first she came to the meetings and 
went to see the processions she heard the 
word washing recurring. People called 
out, Go home and do your washing.“ That 
made her prick up her ears, because she 
always had been fond of washing, although 
she never had had time to follow up that 
hobby of hers. 

Washing was a thing that had appealed 
to her since she was a child. There was 
something so fascinating about making dirty 
things clean and making things smooth and 
nice looking which were crumpled and un- 
comfortable. But she felt that there were 
people whose lives were continually at that 
process, and she said to herself: 

“Well, that gives me a lead. I am going 
to belong to this movement if only because 
of my sympathy for washing and the 
washer.“ 

Thinks Honor Must Be Won. 

Those persons who bore titles of honor 
must remember that these honors were not 
won by starding and looking on while others 
did noble things. She herself was no be- 
liever in any hereditary principle of honor 
as recognized by the state.

REVIVAL OF FINE OLD PLAY 


Beerbohm Tree Presents Sheri- 
dan's School for Scandal.“ 


STAGED BY NOTED STARS. 


Old and New Schools Blended in Notable 
Production, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 
LONDON, April 10.—The theatrical event 


of the week has been the revival of Sheridan's 


School for Scandal at His Majesty's the- 
ater by Beerbohm Tree. Several features 
have made it remarkable in the annals of the 
English stage. 

Mr. Tree to begin with presented Sir Peter 
Teazle not as a doddering old fogy but as a 
man in the prime of life. This departure from 
tradition is all to the advantage of the play 
and makes the final reconciliation between 
Sir, Peter and Lady Teazle something with 
which the ordinary playgoer can sympathize. 

The critics differ regarding the Lady Teazle 
of Miss Marie Lohr, a girl of 19, who is the 
most talented actress of her generation. The 
first Lady Teazle, Mrs. Abingdon, was 40 
years of age when Sheridan's comedy was 
produced on May 7, 1777. The second Lady 
Teazle was Eliza Farren, who became the 
countess of Derby in 1797 and who was one 
year younger than Marie Lohr is now when 
she appeared in the role. 


Old and New Schools Blended. 

The rest of the company in Mr. Tree’s re- 
vival formed a remarkable blending of the 
old and new schools. The united ages of four 
actors in the cast amount to 290 years, these 
including Herman Yezin, who is over 80; 
Henry Neville, who has played Charles Sur- 
face many hundreds of times in his younger 
days and who gave on this occasion a fine in- 
terpretation of Sir Oliver; and Lionel 
Broughe. | 

Robert Loraine, representing the young 
school, presented Charles Surface in a man- 
ner curiously reminiscent of Sir Charles 
Wyndham but without the latter's distinc. 
tion, and H. V. Esmond, who struck an origi- 
nal note as Sir Benjamin Backbite. Miss 
Ellis Jeffreys and Miss Suzanne Sheldon gave 
excellent interpretations of Lady Sneerwell 
and Mrs. Candour, respectively. 


Play Staged with Elegance. 

As the names mentioned show, it was an 
all star cast. In fact, no less than six per- 
formers have been in management for them- 
selves, and as the production was mounted 
with the elegance customary at His Majes- 
ty’s under Mr. Tree's régime, it was an alto-

He did 
not take a degree at Oxford, leaving that in- 
stitution in 1856. 


7 
Publishes His First Volume. 

It was shortly after this that he published 
at his own expense his first volume of poetry, 
“The Queen Mother,” and Rosamund,” 
two dramas in Shakspearean style, thus early 
showing the influence of the Elizabethan 
dramatists which was destined so long to 
keep its hold upon him; He had before this 
made the acquaintance of such growing fig- 
ures at Rossetti, Burne-Jones, and William 
Morris. f 

His appearance at this time seems to have 
made a vivid impression upon a number of 
beholders, who took the trouble to record it. 
In physique he always was insignificant, 
standing scarcely 5 feet 2 inches and being 
slight of frame and lean in flesh. Yet there 
was a strong individuality about him. His 
complexion was startlingly pale, his throat 
slender, his features refined, and his man- 
ner both shy and proud. é‘ 

Yet Swinburne had a sound constitution 
and led a vigorous life. 

His conversational powers were uncommon 
and from his early youth at Oxford he was 
noted for the keenness of his wit, though he 
never seemed to have had much sense of 
humor. In his later years he is said to have 
been fond of reading his own poetry. 

In connection with Swinburne’s love for 
reading his own poems, George Meredith once 
told of when a young student called upon the 
poet. The student wished to hear some of 
the poems. When Swinburne started, Mere- 
dith went to bed. He slept seven hours, woke, 
bathed. dressed and came downstairs, to find 
Swinburne still reading to the exhausted 
youth. 


Becomes Friend of Landor. 

After he left Oxford he made a tour of the 
continent, forming there the acquaintance of 
Walter Savage Landor, from whom he no 
doubt acquired certain of those republican 
sentiments which were supposed to have 
inspired A Song in Time of Order.” Ata 
much later period in the poet’s life a cer- 
tain leaning. toward republicanism appeared 
to find expression in a poem in which many 
persons ſthought they perceived an invitation 
to the nihilists to make away with the czar 
of Russia. 

Two plays, which were the poet’s first pre- 
tentious publication, made at the time just 
before he went to live at Chelsea with Ros- 
getti and George Meredith, did not attract 
much attention, but his Atalanta in Caly- 
don,” published four years later, made such 
a stir that he was hailed as a new poetical 
star of the first magnitude. It had certain 
faults of style, which increased with years 
and to the end was characteristic of the poet. 
but the critics, for all these faults, were quick 
to recognize the quality of the new writer. 

Mary Queen of Scots, for years an inspir- 
ing figure to Swinburne, furnished the inspi- 
ration for ‘* Chastelard,”’ which followed 
Atalanta.“ In Chastelard appeared the 
first symptoms of his poetical exoticism and it 
was the signal for a critical onslaught as 
violently condemnatory as the comment on 
„Atalanta had been eulogistic. 

The poet vigorously défended himself, but 
for years the critical uproar was considerable 
and the confluent personal gossip amazing. 

In the meantime Swinburne published 
Faustine and Dolores,“ and all Eng- 
land read them first, then committed them to 
memory and quoted them in season and out. 
Then followed the first of the Poems and 
Ballads, in which exoticism again often 
had free rein, but their loveliness and poetic 
feeling were not disputed. Again England 
was shocked, and against England quoted 
Swinburne, most of all, perhaps, A Match.“ 


Finally Turns to Prose. 

The second of the Mary Stuart plays, 
„ Bothwell, he published in 1874, and the 
previously offended critics gave it a large 
measure of the approval they had withheld 
from many of his lyrics. In Ereotheus 
there was exhibited much of the Greek spirit 
that had marked the earlier Atalanta.“ 
About this time he turned his attention to 
prose and published a critical study of 
Shakepeare, together with an essay on 
William Blake. 

Many traditions exist of the poet's eccen- 
tricities. He was exceedingly nervous and 
quick tempered, and, moreover, his singular 
lack ef sense of humor ocsasionally betrayed 
him into ahsuré& performances. Oné was his 
extraordinary behavior on the occasion of a 
public dinner to which he brought a foot- 
stool, and upon which he insisted on sitting 
Uterally at the feet of Robert Browning. 

On another occasion, perhaps the most ex- 
traordinary of all, the poet went to a dinner 
at the London Arts club. It appears that 
when he desired to depart he couldn't find 
his hat, and became so angry he made an 
attack on the cloakroom, flinging the hats of 
everybody else upon the floor and dancing on 
them. fags

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GERMANY HOLDS WHIP HAND 


Teutonie Empire’s Attitude Dom- 
inates All Europe. 


KAISER’S BLOW AT RUSSIA. 


Ultimatum Regarded as Answer to 
Ivolsky's Proposal. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

LONDON, April 10.—Gradually the causes 
and effects of Germany's ultimatum to Rus- 
sia and the fundamental changes which it 
makes in the European situation are being 
disclosed. 

It is now known that the kaiser’s sudden 
blow at the great empire which holds domain 
over one-sixth of the world, was his reply 
to Russia's attempt to form a hardfast al- 
Hance with Great Britain and France. 
Isvolsky’s memorable tour six months ago 
was for this purpose, the matter having 
been discussed previously petween the three 
powers. He encountered the first objec- 
tion in France, which féared most an attack 
from the common enemy, and asked if Rus- 
sia would provide, promptly, an adequate 
fleet for defense. 

Russia agreed to do this, then Iisvolsky 
came to London and specially urged Eng- 
land to increase military resources. Just at 
this time. when negotiations were still under 
way and Austria had repudiated the Berlin 
treaty, Germany got wind of Russia's plan 
and the kaiser promptly notmed the three 
powers concerned. as Grey announced in his 
speech last week, that Germany would re- 
gard any attempt to isolate her as a casus 
belli. Grey promptly yielded and refused 
to go on with Isvolsky’s alliance scneme. 


Germany Gains Full Revenge. 

Germany gained full revenge by her 
humiliation of Russia a fortnight ago. Every. 
thing combined to give Germany the whip 
hand of the entire situation. and she undoubt- 
edly is master of Europe at present. France 
was and still is half paralyzed by the spirit 
of revolt among civil servants and other in- 
ternal dissensions. Great Britain is under 


‘the control of a government which is willing 


to purchase peace at any price, notwith- 
standing what the future portends. Russia 
is in the first stages of national reorganiza- 
tion and is impotent. 

Germany, in a word, can do as she likes in 
Europe today without firing a shot. This 
situation, however, is certain to undergo 
a radical change. Great Britain is aroused 
as never before, and the present government 
will not last long. France will speedily pull 
herself together after the solution of her 
internal crisis. Russia is stirred to the 
depths and her anger will prove the best 
possible stimulant for the rapid development 
of her enormous resources. 

Any definite prophecy would be absurd, but 
it is almost axiomatic to say that European 
politics will be a dominant factor in history 
during the next three or four years. Already 
there are reports of two new moves of the 
utmost importance by Germany. She is 
urging Turkey to join the triple alliance, and 
although English diplomatists profess no 
anxiety over this scheme’s possible success, 
it cannot be said that the new Turkish gov- 
érnment’s policy is so definitely pro-English 
that such a thing is impossible. 


Japan May Denounce Treaty. 

Then there comes the assertion that Japan 
is about to denounce her treaty alliance with 
Great Britain and that Germany is angling in 
Tokio to make a fresh combination. This re- 
port is said to be fully credited. In German 
diplomatic circles it is pointed out that Great 
Britain, Russia, and the United States re- 
cently made an agreement which seriously 
limits Japan's political and commercial lib- 
erty of action in the far east, and Japan is 
deeply incensed against her ally thereby, 
King Edward's great peace league, in fact, 
being attacked all along the line. 


JAPS END BRITISH ALLIANCE. 


Agreement Which Maintains Peace in 
Eastern Asia Reported to Have 
Been Broken. 


VIENNA, April 10.—The Allegemeine 
Zeitung, a semi-official newspaper, says it 
has been informed Japan intends to notify 
Great Britain of its purpose to terminate the 


British-Japanese alliance of 1906. 


DUTCH WAIT HEIR 10 THRONE 


Hope to‘ Escape Danger of Nation 
Becoming Vassal to Germany. 


MANY FETES ARE PLANNED. 


Every City in Netherlands Sends Gift 
to Prospective Prince. 


THE HAGUE, April 10.—The birth of an 
heir to the throne of Holland is expected dur- 
ing the coming week, and if all goes well the 
outburst of popular enthusiasm will be such 
as has seldom been witnessed among the 
placid Dutch. There has been no royal birth 
in the Netherlands since that of Queen Wil- 
helmina herself, twenty-seven years ago. 
Thrice before, since the marriage of Little 
Wilhelmina,“ as the Hollanders affectionate- 
ly call the queen, have the hopes of the coun- 
try been raised, only to be dashed. 

The constant fear of the Dutch has been 
that the house of Orange would die out with 
a childless sovereign, and that Holland would 
pass under the rule of a German prince and 
possibly become a German vassal state. This 
partly accounts for the extraordinary eager- 
ness with which the event is awaited in 
every town and village in the Netherlands. 


Plan Huge Demonstrations. 
Demonstrations on a gigantic scale have 
been arranged, and processions, concerts, and 
fétes will be held all over the country. The 
school children have been given a week’s 
holiday and general amnesty will be pro- 

claimed for certain classes of prisoners. 
Guns already are in position on the parade 
ground, here for the firing of a salute on th 
announcement of the birth. One hundred und 
one rounds will be fired for the birth of a 
prince and fifty-one for a princess. Heralds, 
accompanied by trumpeters in costumes of 


the sixteenth century, will proclaim the ad- 


vent of a prince or princess of Orange in 
all quarters of the city. 


Queen in Excellent Health. 

The health of the queen has been excellent. 
Dr. Kouwer, an eminent gynecologisi, in ad- 
dition to the queen’s regular physicians, isin 
constant attendance. The dueen's apart- 
ments are situated at the back of the palace, 
overlooking a quiet, old world garden. 

A suite of six rooms has been prepared for 
the infant by the queen herself, and In these 
have been installed some ancient cradles of 
the house of Nassau, of wonderful workman- 
ship. All, however, have been discarded in 
favor of a homely wooden Dutch cradle, 
which will be used ordinarily, while on state 
occasions the baby will occupy a beautiful 
cradle of Louise Seize style, which was made 
at The Hague School of Lacework, where 
two score women instructors and pupils 
worked many months in producing the lace 
for this cradle.

Rule in Cabinet Shaken.

Others, more cynical, 
explained that Asquith was taking revenge 
for his defeat by Lloyd-George and Churchill 
within the cabinet, for the naval program of 
the government is Lioyd-eorge’s and 
Churchill's, the Imperialist, and. above all 
McKenna’s demand being for eight Dread- 
noughts at once and not four certain and 
four contingent, which is the present pro- 
posal of the government. 

For some days it looked as it the attack 
had been one of the most successful in 
recent political history; for the tempest of 
anti-German feeling and the navy scare blew 
with devastating force and universality; to 
the Englishman the navy is what the most 
sacred symbol of his faith is to the Irtek 
Cathelic; and touched In the ark of his tab 
ernacie, the Englishman from the top to thé 
bottom of the long social ladder was for once 
of one mind.

LONDON, April 10.—Easter has brought a 
lull in the storm that has beaten around the 
heads of the British government over its al- 
leged incapability to safeguard England's 
supremacy at sea, and the attacked and the 
attackers alike are making holiday as if 
there never had been a ripple on the surface 
of their complacency. 

The naval agitators, however, mean to re- 
turn to the charge after the recess with re- 
doubled vigor, and the Imperial Maritime 
league is preparing to make a campaign 
throughout the country which, in the words 
of the circular just issued, will ‘‘ induce the 
nation to fling out the government which 
betrayed it, for so only can Britain de 
ga ved. . : 

The Liberals affect to regard . these 
threats with serenity, for they consider that 
the naval agitation lost its most dangerous 
aspect when it was pressed into service by 
‘tthe Unionist party. This in a great measure 
is a correct diagnosis of the political] situa- 
tion, more especially as it is becoming uni- 
versally understood that Mr. Asqutth, the 
premier, and his colleagues will take no. 
chances of being left behind in the race for 
naval supremacy, and will lay down within 
the year the four extra Dreadnoughts whith 
were the conditional ships of Mr. Mo- 
Kenna's program. 


Extremists Damage Own Ge 

Some of the extremists in the naval agita- 
tion, however, have gone so far as to dam- 
age the cause they have at heart. For in- 
Stance, Cariyon Bellairs, M. P., supported by 
a number of other politicians, called upon the 
premier to institute an inquiry into “the 
scope and effeci of the changes introduced 
imo the navy during the last forty years.” 
This is a direct challenge to the system in- 
gugurated by Sir John Fraser. 

For once the imperialist Daily Mall is found 
im agreement with the liberal Westminster 
Gazette, which Says: 

“So long as this agitation is confined to 


politicians and conducted on political grounds 


it will do no harm to thé navy, but the mo- 
ment it is enlarged to include the admiralty 


and administrators it will at once threaten , 


mischiel to the discipline and efficiency of 
the service.“ 
Lord Charles Beresford, who holds more 


trump cards in this naval political game than 


any other man in England, meanwhile re- 
fuses to disclose his hand. He has received 
no less than nineteen invitations to stand for 
parliament, but has issued a statement say- 
ing that he is aecepting none at present. 


Aeronauts Profit by Clamor. 

The patriotic ferment has been taken ad- 
vantage of by those who hold that England 
does not take her proper place in the contest 
for the supramacy of the air. Little or no of- 
ficial efiort has been made to wipe aut the 
memory of the egregious absurdity of the 
nulli secundus, and the reply given by Mr. 
Haldane, the secretary of state for war, in 
the commons this week to the question re- 
specting the progress made by the war office 
in the matter of airship building and experi- 
ments was not considered satisfactory. 

It developed during the debate that the 
wretch govermment proposed to have five 
stations for dirigible balloons and that in 
Germany six military balloons had been built 
and more weré reported building. Then the 
fact that the Zeppelin airship on its round of 
voyages this week was in the exclusive 
charge of military officers, who conducted It 
through the maneuvers with remarkable pre- 
cision, showed that in Germany at least there 
is a serious intention of employing the bal- 
loon in military operations in any future war 
and the further fact that secrecy was en- 
joined by the military authorities regarding 
the details of the experimental voyages add- 
ed significance. 

This was enough to start an rtl scare in 
England among those whose nerves are 

umpy, to use the word employed by David 

loyd-Georgé to J. Maxse when the chan- 
celler of the etchequer returned the check 
for $10,000 which the editor of the National 
Review had sent as a contribution toward 
building Dreadnoughts. 


Meeting Called at Once. 


At once a meeting was held at the mansion 
house under the auspices of the Aerial 
League of the British Empire, which is de- 
scribed as “‘a nonpolitical organization to 
secure and maintain for the empire the same 
supremacy in the air as it now enjoys gn the 
seal. Some speakers at the meeting recog- 
nized that England had a lot of ground to 
make up before she could lay any claim to 
supremacy in the air, but the lord mayor con- 
tributed a note of optimism by remarking 
that some of the greatest movements ever 
seen had had their origin in the city of Lon- 
don. 

Admiral Sir Percy Scott, who is best known 
by his exploit of dragging naval guns to 
Ladysmith, was inclined to think slightingly 
of airships. There was, said he, a style of 
gun which at a distance of 6.000 feet would 
play the old Harry with any airship. The 
gallant admiral apparently did not foresee 
the possibility of airships maneuvering at 
night, when the best gun ever designed would 
be useless in the darkness. 


City Should Give Funds. 

One and the only suggestion at all practical 
made at the Mansion house meeting was 
that the City of London should subscribe 
funds for the construction of a dirigible bal- 
loon and present it when completed to the 
nation. This idea is to be developed by the 
Aerial League of the British Empire intoa 
national subscription. The officials of the 
league profess their ability to raise $100,000 
or $150,000 with which to build the airship. 

But money alone will not build airships 
worthy of the designation and to encourage 
British inventors Lord Northcliffe, through 
the Daily Mall, offers a prize of $5,000 for 
the first aeroplane flight of one mile by a 
machine entirely of British invention and 
construction, the offer to hold good for one

OUTLOOK IN FRANCE AWES 
FATHER FRANCIS C. KELLEY. 


Chicago Priest Says theGallic Religious 
Situation Is Almost Incomprehensi- 
ble to an American Catholic. 


PARIS. April 10.—Father Francis C. Kelley 
of Chicago declares after investigation that 
the religious system of France is almost 
an enigma to the American Catholic and 
that it is a hard task for him to even half 
comprehend it. 

Father Kelley is the head of the Catholic 
church extension movement and comes here 
from Rome, where the pope granted him an 
audience. The American priest presented 
the prelate a report of the recént missionary 
congress held in Chicago. The pope warmly 
blessed the society and said that he was 
gratified at the great missionary awakening 
in America. 

After an address tomorrow night on mis- 
sionary subjects Father Kelley will leave on 
Monday for America. Commenting on the 
reli ous situation in Frande he. said: 

e are so used to fair play, so satisfied 
with our kind of separation of church and 
State and so free to be good without hin- 
drance from the secular authority that we do 
not see why similar conditions do not exist 
elsewhere and especially in France, which 
so long has been considered a Catholic coun- 
try. If I must explain the situation I would 
say that in France today there is no basis 
politically or religiously for anything else 
than oppression. 

France is not a republic. It is an autoc- 
racy as strong as that in Russia, except 


that it represents the collective tyranny of 


the radical majority insteadof a single ruler. 
It is too easy in France to take away the 
rights and liberties of those who disagree 
“with the ruling power. The law today pro- 
tects spoliation and robbery. The govern- 
ment and its dependent officials vate and 
count the votes. 

I may be wrong, but I feel that things 
strange and terrible are in the air. Here 
property rights are violated and religion per- 
secuted and here cabinet ministers are li- 
sulted in the streets. The government trem- 
bles before striking functionaries and finally 
retreats. Men talk of barricades and revo- 
lutions and of a republic which shall be run 
by trade unions composed of people who 
have no Christ. What more do you want? 
Months must see a change or the years— 
not more than five, perhaps—surely will see 
the end.“ 


MOVE FOR EASIER DIVORCE 
GETS IMPETUS IN ENGLAND. 


Recommendations Include Establishing 
Provincial Courts and Empowering 
County Courts to Separate Couples. 


[BY CABLE TO tHE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, April 10.—The movement to 
make divorce easier in England received con- 
siderable impetus from the recommendations 
of the judicial committee recently appointed 
to inquire into the divorce law, 

These recommendations include the estab- 
lishing of provincial divorce courts (at pres- 
ent there is only one situated in London), a 
proposal that county courts be empowered 
to grant divorce under certain conditions. 
and various suggestions for cheapening the 
legal process and shortening the procedure 

The judicial committee's recommendations 
are generally acclaimed. The secretary of the 
Divorce Law Reform union has emphatically 
welcomed this as a step in the right direction 

Few people he said. realize the anom- 
aly of the present divorce system. It is prac- 
tically impossible for poor people to take ad- 
vantage of the relief the law offers. Judicial 
separations, which are equal to divorce de- 
crees for every purpose of immorality, but 
not morality, are how granted at a rate 
amounting to close on 7.000 a year. Thus on 
this score’ alone ut 14000 persons are 
placed in the graves moral danger and de- 
nied honorable marriage by law. If county 
courts can grant decrees and the cost of 
trials is not great, this serious evil can be 
to some extent remedied. 

“It will be only a question of time before 
the ridiculous state of affairs regarding 
chronic lunacy and wiliful desertion comes 
to an end. There are about 60.000 men and 
women. a majority of them young, married 
to lunatics, but with the law as it is at pres- 
ent they can entertain no hope 
of release and remarriage.”

AID OF COMMONS ASKED. 


Union May Be Permitted as First 
Move Toward Control by 
Government.

LONDON. April 10.—Considerable public 
interest has been taken in a private bill intro- 
duced in the house of commons recently for 
the amalgamation of three British railway 
systems—the Great Northern, the Great Cen- 
tral, and the Great Eastern—representing a 
Capital of over 38815, 000, 000. 

Within parliament there was keen opposi- 
tion to the measure. The government through 
the president of the board of trade gave the 
measure some support, and Winston 8. 
Churchill, while safeguarding himself against 
discomfiture by declaring that the govern- 
ment would put no pressure on their follow- 


ers, defended it so warmly that its rejection 


on the second reading this week would have 
been for himself personally a rebuff at the 
hands of the house of commons. 

He was saved this experience when after a 
debate in which not a little mistrust of his 
methods was expressed the bill was ordered 
read a second time by a majority of twenty- 
five votes in a house of less than 250 members. 


Move Toward Government Power? 

Mr. Churchill's chief argument was that 
every amalgamation paved the way for a uni- 
versal amalgamation. He contended that if 
parliamentary approval were refused for the 
amalgamation there would be secret agree- 
ments, in which case there would be no pro- 
tection for employés, and on this ground 
Richard Bell, the labor member of parlla- 
ment and secretary of the Railway Em- 
ployés' federation, supported the measure. 

Both Mr. Churchill and David Lloyd- 
George, chancellor of the exchequer, have at 
times expressed their predilections for the 
nationalization of railways and in some quar- 
ters the present bill is regarded as the first 
step in that direction, without, it must be 
said, much evidence in justification for the 
belief that while private amalgamation con- 
solidates the business interests of railroads 
and shareholders and raises the value of their 
shares it will increase the difficulties in the 
way of future nationalization. 

During the debate one member argued that 
the combination was merely intended to bol- 
ster up a fresh issue of capital. 

Do not,“ said he, let us bring upon this 
country the tremendous evils against which 
President Roosevelt struggled for three 
years.”’ 


Nation Talks of Problem. 

In connection with this, today’s Nation 
says: 

It is common knowledge that no govern- 
mental control over rate facilities and other 
public interests has been obtained. The 
powers with which the interstate commission 
of the United States recently was invested, 
enabling it to determine and impose a reason- 
able rate for the various sorts of carriage, 
are not, in fact, possessed by any govern- 
ment authority in this country. The crude 
facts, essential as any scientific process of 
rate fixing, do not exist In any of our railway 
systems. 

“Why not? Because our railway man- 
| agers and directors have steadily and almost 
unconsciously defeated all attempts to in- 
duce them to keep all accounts in such a 
manner as will yield the knowledge which is 
essential to adequate public control. No 
railway manager knows, or seeks to know, 
the true work and earning capacity of the 
various sorts of rolling stock that he em- 
ploys. Elementary facts such as the aver- 
age rate per passenger per mile, the average 
rate per ton per mile for traffic, he refuses 
to supply. 

It is no secret that the committee ap- 
pointed three years ago by David Lioyd- 
George to examine the methods of railway 
accounts has met with a stubborn refusal of 
the railway managers to supply these and 
other relevant sorts information.“ 


NEWSPAPER CLASS FOR GIRLS 
A LONDON CLUB INNOVATION. 


Daughter of Peer Says Workers Are 
Going Beyond “Women’s Pages” in 
Their Education Movement. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, April 10.—The latest London de- 

velopment in the female ecucation move- 
ment is the newspaper ¢lass.’’ It has been 
realized that girls who don’ t work are apt to 
think the ‘‘ woman’s page in newspapers, 
which, when it exists here, generally con- 
sists of a few pictures of hats and: gowns, 
one or two cookery and complexion recipes, 
with an installment of a serial story. is the 
only page in the paper which can possibly 
interest them. 
The club’s industrial association, which has 
thirty-#ix affiliated clubs in London, is now 
trying to convince girls they can display in- 
telligent interest in other parts of news- 
papers. Miss Montague, daughtet of Lord 
Swaythling, is one of the association's offi- 
clals. She describes how portions of news- 
papers dealing with high politics, sociology, 
economics, and foreign affairs are read to 
girls at dil their meetings. Girls are en- 
couraged to consider problems of the day 
and read papers in debates upon social ques- 
tions. 

Notwithstanding the exacting labor neces- 
sitated by the new territorial army scheme, 
the British war office has found time to in- 
vestigate the question of proper diet for its 
girl typists. The sick lea ve girls compare so 
unfavorably with men, that it is declared 
there can be no leveling of sexes regarding 
remuneration until girls have learned to con- 
sider their health. 

The war office has circularized all girl em- 
ployés, warning them first against excessive 
tea drinking; especially between meals, and 
with lunch; second, té wear warm clothing; 
third, that short sleeves and transparent 
lace fronts are dange traps without ade- 
quate safeguards”; fourth, recommends 
potatoes, cereals, “fruits, and vegetables in 
preference to meat, as these make girls bet- 
ter able to resist boden. ees 8 a and head- 
aches.

Plant is 
late.“ Other reports were conflicting, but all 
unite in calling the crop backward. 


Considerable wheat in store at Kansas City was 
sold from here yesterday at the highest premiums 
on the crop, notwithstanding the advance in fu- 
tures. The sales were mostly of hard winter in the 
southwest and the mils are fair buyers, although 
not taking as large quantities as recently. It was 
reported that another cargo of Duluth No. 1 north- 
ern was bought to come to Chicago. The outside 
markets reported a tame inquiry as a rule.

The weekly primary 
arrivals frm May 1 te July 11, 1908, averaged 
about 2 100,000 bu per week—a Hght total, and 
about 80 per cent below the arrivals of 1907.

July 18, when new winter wheat became plentiful. * 


If the light May and June receipts of 1908 are 
duplicated the leading wheat interests will have 
a period of about seventy-five days from May lat, 
1909, in which to market their delivered wheat 
successfully. 
„ Bulls in wheat appear to have the best of the 
argument, as they have already made good on 
their predictions regarding prices in this country 
and are now being helped out by a stronger situa- 
tion abroad, said McKenna-Rodgers. While 
we do not feel like advising purchases at this 
level, July wheat will still be affected largely by 
crop conditions, and any further deterioration 
would probably force new crop deliveries still 
higher. The market will continue active and 
sharp fluctuations be experienced until the winter 
wheat yield is more nearly determined. ; 
Updike, Gifford, Brosseau, Bloom, and Armour 
were the big sellers of wheat early, Updike sell- 
ing about 750,000 bu July from §1.12 down to 
$1.11%. The wheat was taken by commission houses 
led by Bartlett-Patten. Later the buying was gen- 
eral. Cash houses bought oorn with selling early 
by scattered longs. Country houses, led by Updike. 
and Wagner, bought September oats. Armour and 
Bartlett-Patten sold May. Cudahy Packing com- 
pany bought May ribs. There was some selling 
credited to the Milwaukee Cudahys early. 


Country advices in regard to oats were more 
bullish and there was considerable buying of the 
deferred months on reports of damage in the cen- 
tral and southern parts of Illinois to the early 
‘sown oats on account of the cold weather. Ne- 
braska reported seeding hardly commenced with 
crop already late in being planted. Reports of 
increased acreage were not numerous and the out- 
look is considered less promising owing to the 
continued cold weather. 


The Modern Miller said: Recent growing 
weather improved the condition of winter wheat in 
many sections, including some localities where 
the prospects were poor. A more forward growth 
and healthier color to the plant is reported, not- 
ably in soft winter wheat territory. There are 
still many bad spots which may be plowed up. 
The general condition of hard winter wheat is fa- 
vorable. Rain is needed in Texas, where the 
Slant is suffering from lack of moisture“

WORKING CLASSES SHRINK; 
ARISTOCRACY GROWS TALLER. 


Anthropometrical Expert Gives Inter- 
esting Data on the Stature of People 
of European Countries. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.} 

LONDON, April 10.—Some interesting re- 
marks were made by John Gray, secretary of 
the anthropometrical committee of the Brit- 
ish association, upon the cabled report that 
American college students are taller than 
their fathers and grandfathers. 

Mr. Gray said of conditions in England that 
the “aristocracy, landed gentry and cul- 
turd professional classes are improving in 
stature but diminishing in number, the 
artisan class is holding its own in height 
and numbers, and the laboring class, in- 
cluding unskilled millions of people in slums 
and- even vagrants, is perceptibly declining 
in stature while it increases more rapidly 
in numbers, these conditions applying net 
only to England but practically to all Eu- 
rope.” a 

Mr. Gray says Scotsmen are the tallest 
men in Europe with an average of 6 feet 8 
inches, then come the Scandinavian and 
English with an average of 5 feet 6 Inches, 
and then Germany, France, and Italy. 

“Through conditions of life in the valley 
of Nile teh physical type of the Egyptian 
peasantry has not varied in 1,000 years, while 
the English race, said Mr. Gray, is nat- 
urally tall. Thus a decline in stature for 
us might reasonably be said to spell decline 
also in physical and mental energy. The 
stature of our manufacturing classes has 
been reduced far below the average of the 
country. The shortest people I have meas- 
ured are those in the great town of York- 
shire. They have, through new conditiens 
of life; become different from dwellers in the 
country

Healthy Basis of Market. 


. The strongest indication of the thoroughly 
healthy basis of the market as a whole is 
found in the continued huge volume of the 
building operations, which shows that prop- 
erty generally is being acquired for purposes 

‘of improvement for specific uses and not for 
speculation. Thus, during the first three 
months of the year permits were issued for 
2,761 buildings with a frontage of 74,577 feet, 
and to cost $21,532,500 as against 2,100 with 

a frontage of 54,250, and a cost of $11,084,950 

for the corresponding period of 1008. 

This is equivalent to more than fourteen 
solid miles of building, and if maintained 
for the remainder of the year, which seems 
likely, Owing to the gradual settlement of 
the labor troubles in the buliding trades, 
promises to bring the total for the year’s 
operations up near the $100,000,000 mark, as 
against $68,000,000 for 1w08, which made a 
peal record for the city. These figures indi- 
tate how rapidly Chicago is realizing its 

splendid destiny, and go strongly te confirm 

the statement of William E. Harmon of New 

York, who is about to begin operations here 
on an extensive scale, that Chicago is grow- 
ing more rapidly than any other city in 
the country 

Monetary conditions also are favorable for 
continued activity in the real estate market 
as well as building. Funds are in abundant 
supply with an unmistakable weakening ten- 
dency in interest rates, While 4% per cent 
is regarded as the current rate in the central 
district, there is no doubt that these figured 
will be shaded to secure attractive loans of 
this character. in the outside territory more 
5 per cent loans steadily are going to rec- 
ord, and lenders generally are becoming lesa 
exacting. 

The first of May is near enough at hand 
now to make it apparent that landlords are 
not going to mark up fiat rentals to any 
extent, if at all. In fact, owing to the great 
amount of this class of building last year as 
well as during the last winter, owing to the 
open weather, some landlords are likely to 
shade the figures they have set upon their 

properties. This is particularly true in some 
of the new north side districts where ex- 
cessive figures are being demanded. In one 

district a firm’ having 120 flats to rent has 
deen able to rent only four, for this reason: 

People will not stand for the rents demanded 
as they can find good accommodations for 
much less money.

Leases, Sales, Etc. 

An interesting lease of the week marking 
the removal of another wholesale grocery 
firm on lower Michigan avenue to the north 
side was that by John H. Leslie & Co., now 
at 29, of the six story and basement building 
now occupied by the General Electric com- 
pany at 434 Illinois street for a term at a 
gross rental of $100,000. The building con- 
tains about 84,000 square feet of floor space 
and has both lighterage and switch facilities. 

The General Electric company will vacate 
the building on May 1 and take nearly 200,000 
square feet of space in the Pugh Terminal 
warehouse, formerly known as the Furniture 
Exhibition building. The Bowes Investment 
company negotiated the deal. 

Another indication of the movement toward 
the north side is shown by the fact that 
within the last six months over 150,000 square 
feet of space has been leased in the Thomas 
B. Jeffery building, located at Franklin street 
and Institute place, to ten tenants, among 
them being the Marshall-Jackson company, 
the Central Printing and Engraving com- 
pany, and Heitman Lithograph company. 

The Home Herald building, located at the 
southwest corner of La Salle avnue and Ohio 
street, containing 80,000 square feet, has also 
practically been filled with tenants from the 
downtown district. 

Rounds & Wetten, who have charge of the 
renting of both of these buildings, state that 
there continues to be a large demand for 
space in that territory. 


Piano Company Leases. 

The Story & Clark Piano company has 
leased from the estate of Simon Reid the 
five story and basement building at 250-252 
Wabash avenue, 48x91 feet. The lease runs 
for a term of ten rs from May 1. 1910, at 
a graded rental aggtegating $140,500. How- 
ard G. Gray represented the Reid estate and 
Rounds & Wetten the piano company. 

A report has been current in real estate 
circles that the Northwestern road is to sell 
its present new office building at Franklin 
street and Jackson boulevard and con- 
centrate all its offices in its new passenger 
station.

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The death of Mme. Modjeska has thrown a 
shadow over the profession which she so 
honored; but it is one that is tempered with 
gunshine, for she had lived her life, and all 
memories of her are heautiful, When such 
js the case the thought of death cannot be a 
mwholly sad one. 

Love for her fellow humans was what first 
induced her to go bn the stage. A calamity in 
Bochnia, Poland, where she and her husband 
were living at the time she was 17 years of 
age, caused the death of several men who left 
widows and children destitute. The young 
wife suggested to her husband, M. Modrze- 

wski (of which Modjeska is the feminine), 
that, as they had no money to give, they or- 
ganize a charity performance. 

He agreed heartily, and a room was en- 
gaged in which three short plays were given. 
Modjeska threw herself into her parts with 
all the passion and abandon of her tempera- 
menta! nature, with the result that she 
groused a storm of enthusiasm regarding her 
acting, and it was this that decided her to 
take it up as a profession. 

~o 

Modjeska made for herself a wonderful 
reputation in Warsaw, but found when she 
came to New York that it would not suffice 
to put her at once on the top of the waves 
there. Utterly unknown in that city she 
discovered that it was the most difiicult thing 
to inspire confidence in a new public and a 
pew manager. 

After having made a success in playing 
„ Adrienne Lecouvreur,” she asked to be 
allowed to play Camille.“ For a time this 
seemed impossible, but at last she won her 
point and the night of the play arrived with 
a crowded house and a brilliant audience. 

In the third act her great scene with Peré 
Duval was approaching and Modjeska was 
nervous, so nervous that she could hear 
nothing but the chirping of a canary bird 
that the stage manager had hung in a cage 
pear a window. She stood it as long as she 
could. Then, suddenly with a bound she 
sprang to where the cage was hanging; tore 
it from its fastening, and hurled it out into 
the wings. Later she told a friend: 

a — 

“TI acted on the uncontrollable impulse 
of the moment and when 1 heard the cage 
fall outside the scene 1 felt a thrill of de- 
light. I did not realize that what I had 
done might be considered cruel. I had no 
thought of being cruel. lonly knewthatthe 
noise had ceased and that the success that 
made my career possible in America came 
five minutes afterward. I never knew a 
greater triumph in my life, and but for what 
I] did that night in Camille I might have 
wandered back to Poland in spite of the 
troubles that my husband had with the gov- 

' ernment, and the political atmosphere which 
was then so intolerable to all the Poles. 

During Mrs. Patrick Campbell's last visit 
to the coast Mme. Modjeska went to see her 
ect and afterwards to call on her behind the 
scenes, Mrs. Campbell was enthusiastic 
over her visitor's youthful appearance. 

O. what do you do, madame,” she in- 
quired, to preserve yourself so wonder- 
fully?” 

Mme. Modjeska merely smiled, but said 
nothing. Later she confided to a friend: 

—— not tell Mrs. Campbell that 1 
preserved myself crocheting shawls for my 

; neighbors and dressing dolls for the insti- 
tutes.”’ 

It is a well known fact that Mme. Modjes- 
ka never visited a beauty doctor nor took a 
rest cure in her life.

When in Nevada Modjeska visited the fa- 
mous Comstock mine and on this occasion 
she was a guest of Sam Davis. When they 
were in the superintendent’s office before 
starting down into the mine a handsome man 

came in dressed in a miner's outfit. He 
stood around as if waiting for something, 
but Davis made no move to introduce him. 
When they Started into the mine he went 
with them and took charge of the party, ex- 
plaining everything and making the occa- 
sion as interesting as was possible. 

When they were again in the superintend- 
ent's office Mme. Modjeska endeavored to 
slip a dollar into his hand. He blushed and 
stammered and shot a furious glance at Da- 

_ wis. who was chuckling in agorner. Later 


n was revealed that the handsome miner 
was James K. Fair, the millionaire mine 


owner. Mr. Davis in gloating over the story 
afterwards, announced that it was the first 
dollar he had ever known Fair to refuse. 

Modjeska’s first appearance in Warsaw 
was considered by her to have been one of 
the most memorable events of her life.

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the public were present. After the rehearsal 
the acting stage manager told her that it 
would be impossible to produce the play for 
her first night, as an actor who was to take 
part in it was ill and would be obliged to 
stop playing for some time. 

He suggested that she should open in 
Adrienne Lecouvreur, which was then 
considered to be one of the most difficult parts 
in the modern répertoire. It had been played 
long before in Warsaw by Rachael, and many 
people then living well remembered that 
magnificent performance. 

Modjeska agreed to the proposition, though 
she thought she saw a snareinit. But her 
ambition overrode her judgment and quieted 
her natural apprehension, and she an- 
swered: Tes.“ 

She went straight from the theater to seek 
advice from her old friend, J. S. Tasinskl, 
who had been director of the Cracow theater, 
and was then living in Warsaw. When she 
told him everything connected with the re- 
hearsal, he said: ‘*‘ How could you be so in- 
considerate of your own interests as to act 
before them? But you must have done it 
well if they have decided not to let you appear 
as Janine. Certain members of the com- 
pany look upon you as an intruder, and have 
decided that you are to fall. Now, when you 
rehearse next time be careful not to show 
how you will perform the part at night.” 
She followed his advice. 


— 

At the rehearsal of Adrienne, she re- 
peated the words in a commonplace manner 
and merely indicated the stage business. A 
few days before her first appearance she saw 
to her utter amazement that the bill of the 
theater was Adrienne Lecouvreur.“ with 
another actress in the title réle. Count Mouk- 
hanoff had been obliged to leave Warsaw for 
a week and the cabal had profited by his 
absence to concoct a scheme. Their object 
was to take the prestige of comparative nov- 
elty from the play. Besides, ModjeskKa’s in- 
formal rehearsals had led the actress who 
wus to play Adrienne to believe that com- 
parison of her personation with Modjeska’s 
would crush the aspiring debutante. 

Modjeska went downcast to her perfaqrm- 
ance. After the first scene Count Bozenta 
whispered to his young wife: 

Well, you are not afraid now, are you?” 

Jam encouraged,” she replied. 

At last the great night arrived. She has 
often said that no actor ever suffered ona 
first appearance from stage fright half so 
severe as that which attacked her then. But 
after the first line she lost her fear and began 
to act with a full determination to conquer 
the audience. Meantime there was an omi- 
nous silence until she came to the fable ot the 
pigeons. At its close there was such a storm 
of applause as she had never heard before 
and seldom afterward. After her first exit 
the applause was repeated with almost as 
much viger. She was so overcome that she 
could not hold herself on her feet and fell on 
her knees behind the scenes. When thecur- 
tain had fallen on poor dead Adrienne she 
was called out again and again. 

Afterward all the members of the company, 
even those who had been hostile, went to her 
dressing room and congratulated her in the 
most enthusiastic and affectionate manner.

When Frank Daniels was playing in “ Lit- 
tle Puck, his wife, Bessie Sansome, was a 
member of the company. Mrs. Daniels owned 
a handsome South American parrot which 
boasted extraordinarily gaudy plumage and 
a loose tongue. Polly would have put a quiet 
play out of commission, but the loud music 
and general uproar of Puck was a severe 
handicap to the bird.

The vaudeville man's 
men friends can visit him in his dressing 
room without creating a disturbance, but 
whenever a woman attempts to enter the 
room the baboon, im the vernacular of the 
day, hits the ceillng and lashes herself 
tinto a frenzy of rage. Whether this is due to 
jealousy or because she distrusta her own sex 
has never been satisfactorily decided by her 
owner. 

Cats and dogs are common pets behind the 
footlights. Monkeys are most common. 
One of the most famous monkey pets was the 
intelligent South American animal presented 
to Eile Fay by an American naval officer. 
Charlotte Walker ie addicted to gold fish as 
pets. During her various summer stock en- 
gagements in Washington she always had a 
t mall aquarium of the beautiful little fish in 
her dressing room.

Synge. was anathema in Ireland. And Will- 
iam Butler Yeats, poet and poseur, as he was 
then called, rather unfairly, took off his 
velvet coat in the fight for the art he es- 
poused. : 

Feet tapped the floor, hissing became gen- 
eral, shouts were hurled at Yeats, Synge, 
and the players. songs were loudly chorused 
until a pandemonium reigned. Even from 
the stalls protests were made. Imagine that 
scene sustained for an hourandahalf. Not 
a minute’s cessation. Not ten lines of what 
actors and actresses were saying could be 
heard in the house. Still every word written 
by Synge was spoken by them and every de- 
tail acted as if the audience were norma). 
They were a courageous set, those young men 
and women on the stage. 

The rage of the audience seemed finally to 
concentrate on Yeats and: Synge. the former 
not fearing to make his elegant figure con- 
spicuous. the latter stolidly sitting in his stall 
with eyes for nothing but the players, his 
features drawn and pale. A friendly hand 
on his shoulder warned him the curtain had 
fallen. He was looking. but had not seen. 

Next day the papers devoted columns to 
the extraordinary demonstration against the 
play. Few expected that the management of 
the Irish Theater society, Mr. Yeats, would 
have the hardihood to again produce the 
piece. 

But the poseur's knee was not suppliant. 
He was fighting for a truer art for the peo- 
ple, and the people must takeit.

Nothing Now Sacred 
from the Playwright. 


These are the days when everything under 

the sun is being dramatized. Novels have 
been put on the stage, the bible has contrib-' 
uted several dramas, earthquakes, and great 
disasters at sea have been staged, and it is 
small wonder that the numerous cults that 
have sprung up in all quarters of the globe 
have found their way into the spotlight. 

In “The Servant in the House the theo- 
sophical belief in reincarnation was brought 
forcibly to the front, and the followers of 
Mme. Blavatsky took much comfort in the 
ideas presented. Augustus Thomas used the 
idea that thought can be transferred in his 
The Witching Hour,“ in which the hero is 
supposed to have influenced the mind of a 
juror, locked up in the jury room. simply by 
thinking forcefully and constantly along a 
given channel. 

In 2 The Dawn of a Tomorrow,” now cur- 
rent on the stage, the great optimistic move- 
ment that has been growing so fast recently 
has been put on the stage, and there is just 
a hint of Christian Science in the play. In 
The Great John Ganton the idea that the 
body may be poisoned by evil thinking is 
brought out forcefully when the heroine tells 
the dominant figure in the play that he has 
thought evil thoughts so long and so con- 
Stanly that his whole body is poisoned and 
diseased and that his heart has been poisoned 
by his brain. 

Spiritisme was a French play that did 
not have a long life, but it created somewhat 
of a sensation. It had to do with spiritual- 
ism and was but little understood. Trilby ”’ 
furnished a yiew of hypnotism at work, and

plays for Henry B. Harris, four are gradu- 
ates of the newspaper office, one is a popular 
actor, one a ‘retired actress, one an ex-play 
reader, and only one is a playwright exclu- 
sively. 

Charles Klein, whose Music Master and 
“The Lion and the Mouse brought him 
to the forefront of popular American play- 
wrights, for years was a reader of plays in 
the office of Charles Frohman. Mr. Klein 
was born in London in 1867. His first at- 
tempt at playmaking was in 1890, when he 
wrote A Mile a Minute.” Later, in read- 
ing and judging the thousands of plays 
submitted to the pleasure of Frohman. Mr. 
Klein absorbed the skill and technique which 
made the last vehicles of his thoughts bril- 
liant examples of dramatic. constxuction. 

James Forbes. who ran a shoestring vaude- 
ville sketch up into a fortune earning comedy 
called The Chorus Lady,“ began the busi- 
ness portion of his life as a newspaper man. 
Previous to that he had been born in Guelph, 
Canada, in 1871, a most important step in his 
career. From the newspaper office to a posl- 
tion as press representative for Henry W. 
Savage was a natural move. Short story 
writing filled up Mr. Forbes’ spare time dur4 
ing seven years of press work, until The 
Chorus Lady took the spotlight and won 
him fame and fortune. ‘The Traveling 
Salesman,”’ the latest product from his pen, 
soon will make its bid for Chicago favors, 
and a new play, on which he is at work, is 
promised for the coming season. 

Channing Pollock is another dramatist who 
gained the better part of his writing experi- 
ence in newspaper work. As dramatic critic 
for some of the most prominent eastern 
newspapers Mr. Pollock’s work won the at- 
tention of producers and magazine editors 
alike.

LON DON .—|Speciai Correspondence. ]—Se- 
nieus efforts are being made in England to 
give unacted playwrights a chance. Twoor- 
ganizations have recently been started for 
this purpose, both ambitious, and poth des- 
tined to exercise an influence on,/dramatic 
writing. The first venture is the Afternoon 
theater. In speaking to one of the founders 
of this novel institution recently, an expia- 
nation was made of how this idea grew into 
actuality. 

“Managers in England,’ he said, are 
averse to taking up anything new. They 
know that old plays have made money; and 
that men with established names draw good 
box office receipts. Consequently, rather 
than adopt a new piece—however wellit may 
be written—they get some one to rewrit? te 
bible. or Homer; and {it draws big crowds 
I am not saying a word against the play- 
rights, mind vou.“ he added. apologetical- 
ly but against this system whi-n con- 
demus to oblivion much good work. 

„Our idea in starting the Afternoon thea. 
ter scheme was not only to give authors a 
chende to get their work produced, but to 
gei a lot of managers together who con! 
consider these plays as actually siaged and 
gave themselves the trouble of reading manu- 
reripts 

I will let vou into a little secret in ihis 
connection.” continued my informan: 
„here are hundreds of really in- plays 
pigeonholed in the offices of various mana- 
gers who are afraid to produce them. Mes“ 
of these are written by obscure authors. 
Uncer our scheme managers can bring these 
tlas out into the light of day and have then 
acted before audiences. We present a 
doutle advantage: we show the plays tu 
the managers and to the public at the sume 
time If a play take well and make a hit 
with both public and management. there is 
every chance of its being regularly pro- 
duc

*Beerbohm Tree has been most esthusi- 
astic over this venture, and has put at the 
disposal of our association His Majesty's 
theater at nominal rent. It gives Tree tne 
cpportunity of seeing the plays and even 
making an offer on them before they ae 
rioduced if he thinks well of them. The 
public seems to enjoy coming. Naturaliv 
the plays produced in this way are not per- 
mitted to have any kind of arun: as that is 
not what we are in for. We might be called 
a soit of theatrical chef who tastes plays for 
the public.

Another organization of a similar character 
is tne Society of Unacted Dramatic Authors. 
which, after its first general meeting recently 
rechristened itself the Playwrights’ associe- 
tien Curtfouslv enough, this association is 
erthusiastically supported by women piav- 
wrights. who are anxious to get their work 
before the public. The scherre is on more 
philanthropic lines than the Afternon thea- 
ter. and is not quite so ambitious.

Curiously enough, Erlanger 
will introduce the American Little Nemo“ 
into England. and at the same time take 
back with him to the United States the Brit- 
ish pantomime. ** Dick Whittington.”’ which 
has been running at the Drury Lane. 

On the first of May Florence Ziegfeld will 
ask the British public to sit up and listen ta 
Miss Innocence, which will be procuced 
by his wife. Anna Held, and a company 
composed entirely of Americans. This play 
Will be followed by the Follies of 1900."

England certainly seems ripe for a system- 
atic invasion by American musical comedy. 
Various American artists have for years 
been extremely popular with the music hall 
audiences of the big English towns. Every- 
where you go you see American turns,“ 
which are usually the best things on the pro- 
gram. Up to this time no concerted effort 
has been made to capture the music hall 
Public by a wholly American show. The 
English have had their tastes cultivated, 
however. by the numerous single stars woo 

have twinkled in the musical firmament. 
»The display of an entire constellation will, 
therefore, be heralded with applause; and it 
is to be hoped that the box office will justify 
the venture. American humor for Brittsh 
consumption has to be toned down. I hada 
Nttle chat recently with one of the mana- 
gers of the Palace Music hall—perhaps the 
most select institution of its kind in Zurope. 
Palace audiences are composed of the w.

Even for our audiences.“ said the Palace 
manager. American humor is often too 
swift. We had a man here recently who was 
really a genius. He could keep audienc:s 
roaring in America by his keen flow of bril- 
liant jokes But in London he was more o. 
less of a failure. He rushed along like an 
aeroplane, and would spring one gag after 
another without giving the first bunch tin:e 
to sink in. 

The consequence was painful. The audi- 
ence did not respond; many of them appeared 
bored; and we had to drop him. I won't men- 
tion his name as I still consider him one of 
the best men in the business. Anything 
that comes to London from America will 
have to come down to a sort of English tone; 
Otherwise it will not sueceed. Jokes must 
hot have too fine an edge on them for our 
people The Britisher is a leisurely cuss 
and wants his humor of a homespun kind 
almost verging on the farcical. Jokes for 
English consumption have to be labeied.”

This was the love born o nothing gave 
desire to be loved—untinctured by the deudly 
knowledge which only experience can cre- 
ate. The love which is common and that 
which is most often depicted on the stage 
labeled as it were Taken from Life,“ is 
love born of much experience, tinctured al- 
Ways with the dread of losing; shadowed 
by jealousy and fanned to white heat by 
the everlasting struggle of 
which is the taskmaster of the age. 

Speaking of jealousy, it is the second great 
passion depicted in plays, and it is as has 
been said the offspring of love. It is en the 
There is the 
jealousy which contents itself merely with 
itself and eats its heart away. Then there 
is the jealousy which vents itself in speech 
and wears itself out in suffering. The jeal- 
ousy, however, which is the one that really 
counts is thet which insists upon revenge. 
Hiere again Shakspeare touches with an un- 
erring hand the nerve and reveals it raw and 
quivering in the unmatched jealousy-drama 
of Othello.“ *

But people are learning 
to discriminate and they refuse to waste 
thelr tears and wear themselves out pitying 
players when at home and outside” their 
doors and on their way downtown and in 
clubs and offices are objects upon which their 
pity would not be wasted. Modern emotion 
in a theater Is confined almost solely to in- 
tent interest which is centered on problem 
plays that bid fair to have some bearing in 
one way or the other on the welfare or down- 
fall of an advanced age. ' 

Patriotism—but it is a passion that will 
never die; As long as there is a flag to wave 
or a man about which people may cry 
‘* Hooray,’ this emotion will last and be 
sung and spoken, and vibrate in real life. 
Consequently it will be an ever prominent 
feature of the stage and a sure road to popu- 
larity with theater going people.

Word comes from Springfleld that the 
bill to force the two platoon system upon 
Chicago is practically dead. It was an 
attempt by a few members of the fire de- 
partment to secure legislation inimical to 
the interests of the city. 

Now comes the Teachers’ federation 
eager to get ‘the aid of the general as- 
sembly in sthe furtherance of its mission. 
That mission is the utter demoralization 
of the public schools financially and edu- 
cationdlly. The federation asks the legis- 
lature to inflict on Chicago, without its 
consent, and against its wishes, the curse 
of an elective board of education. At a 
time when the voters are complaining of 
the number of offices to be voted for it is 
proposed to add fifteen more. Popular 
suffrage would give the city a board made 
up mainly of men unfit to serve. It would 
be willing to let the Teachers’ fedé€ration 
run the schools to suit itself, while it de- 
voted its efforts to wasting and incident- 
ally pillaging the school funds. 

The bill has other objectionable fea- 
tures. One is the requirement that a 
specified amount of the schoo) revenues 
shall go for teachers’ salaries. That is 
not a matter to be regulated by the legis- 
lature, but by the school board, year by 
year. It is not necessary to go into\de- 
tail as to the vicious provisions of this 
measure, It is sufficient to say that it is 
radically vicious and should be thrown 
out. The federation has done enough 
harm to the public schools and should net 
be permitted to do more.

of those alleged fundamental facts and still 
be utterly devoid of the essential spirit. 

Many a man is a pragmatist who has never 
heard of Prof. James and still more are 
Kantians or Hegelians who would not only 
deny any knowledge of the great philoso- 
phers, but would also deny absolutely the 
philosophies if they heard them stated in 
the precise forms of their founders. The 
most radical motives of our lives become un- 
recognizable as soon as we stop to analyze 
them. 

The more effective a man’s faith and ideals 


are the more i}lusive they will be. Only the 


dead can be classified here. The greater the 
virtue in shaping conduct and the yitality 
in causing progress and development the 
greater the difficulty in formulating your 
faith. If you tarry by the wayside to de- 
scribe your ideal it escapes you, either van- 
ishing altogether or moving further on. 

The man who can carry his creed in his 


cabinet, who can count its pieces, with whom | 


it never varies, neither developing nor dy- 
ing because it is already dead, usually feels 
superiority over those with whom faith is 
living, growing. an ideal, am ever changing 
hope and an overmastering passion. It is 
the superiority which a child, happy with 
its toys, feels for the man who can sit empty 
handed. yet happy with his hopes or dreams. 

The religion that never changes in itself 
is powerless to effect change in us. Few 
sights are more pitiable than that of the 
man who deludes himself with the hope of 
saving the world by persuading all men to 
hold in their hands sets of symbols precise- 
ly like the one he holds, pieces of the gar- 
ments and forms through which truth once 
revealed herself to the eyes of men, shreds 
from which the soul has fled. 

When we talk of the faith of our fathers 
we need to remember that-their faith meant 
so much to them because it was fresh and 
living, because they wrested it with blood 
and tears, from its old forws, from the grip 
of a traditionalism that would have throttled 
it. that each new generation must see yet 
farther along the path & light and be loyal 
to the truth of the past by leaving its old 
tracks for the truth of the present. 

The most serious heresy of any age is 
that which calls itself orthodoxy, the attempt 
to bind back the new life in the shells of the

There died vesterdax an English poet 
who would have been poet laureate if 
merit had had its deserts. The exu- 
bePance of his line proved a fatal handi- 
cap in an age which was devoted to the 
policy of life prescribed by a domestic 
queen with a genius for the proprieties. 
Swinburne—without bitterness, let it be 
hoped—saw this honor go to a man of 
smaller powers than himself. But he 
must have rested easily under the burden 
of disappointment, for he was, after all, 
Swinburne, the poet, whose limpid and 
beguiling measures have made him a 
proverb for luscious versification. 

The poems and tragedies of Swinburne 
make, in all, eleven substantial volumes; 
+ the prose works many more. His power 
of application, or, rather, the impetus 
of his utterance, has been amazing. Born 
of a family of rank and breeding, he has, 
in spite of the lack of restraint in his 
work, written always in the manner of 
an intellectual aristocrat. He never has 
moralized, compromised, committed a 
banality, or sank to the obvious. It is 
possible to call him one of the masters 
and feel no consciousness of exag: 
geration. Unfortunately the poet has not 
endeavored to restrain a vice of verbosity, 
and his poetic passion defeats itself by 
being strained gut through stanza after 
stanza, as, for example, in Our Lady

As in the case of parliament at Westmin- 
ster, the enactments of the convocation can- 
not become effective save by the sanction of 
the sovereign, who is the supreme head of 
the church. Its fegolutions take the form 
of recommendations to the king, who, if he 
approves ‘of them, will embody them in an 
order of the privy council, which represents 
his will in the matter. 

Justly regarded as expressifig the views 
of the episcopacy and clergy of the Church 
of Bugland, the convocation at Lambeth 
now has presented through the primate to 
the king for his approbation what is de- 
scribed as an alternate burial service of 
great beauty and simplicity for use at the 
interment of the intentionally self-slain. 
Where the suicide has been caused by in- 
sanity the Churph of England, like its parent 
Church of Rome, has in more modern times 
always permitted the ordinary burial serv- 
ice to be used. But in cases where the seif- 
destruction has been established as deliberate 
and intentional the existing liturgies have 
been“ so obviousiy inappropriate and out of 
place that they have been omitted and 
Chitigtian burial denied by the clergy. 

The new alternative comeflitment service)

R. HAUSEMANN of Berlin is one of the 
scientifie dignitaries.

Lowest in rank he places 
those whose inspirations flow from drugs, nar- 
cotics, and drink. They have the most prim- 
itive temper, both mental and physical. Their 
mind and body stuff are comparatively coarse 
and gross) Whatever their genius it lags de- 
hind the contemporary march as a souvenir 
‘and survival of cruder ages. It belongs to the 
sluggish primitive races whose inert energies 
are roused into activity only by the roughest 
excitants. 
It is recorded that the rude natives of un- 
civilized lands beg their overseers to lash them 
to whip away the physical torpor which prevents them from doing 
even their rough brute tasks. But slave drivers with whips could do 
little with a twentieth century poet wooing his muse or an astronomer 
calculating the distance from Arcturus to the sun. These require a 
different stimulus. As men refine the grosser excitante make no appeal 
w them and are unable to waken the forces needed for their civilized 
work. Their dainty systems use, of course, totally different faculties 
from the savage organism and respond to entirely different etimull. 
They have entirely different habits and perform totally dissimilar work. 
President Eliot of Harvard has been all his life what is some- 
times called a moderate drinker, but now he is confessing that “ the 
recent progress of medical science, largely accomplished throvéh anl- 


mal experimentation, has satisfied me that even the moderate use of 


alcoho! is objectionable, that the habitual use of alcohol in any form 
is lowering to the intellectual and nervous power. Now, if a man be 
leading a purely animal or muscular life, I will say he can perhaps 
feel no eyil effect from the drug, but if he is leading an intellectual 


life, it he is engaged in an action which interests him keenly, stirs —

The Price of a Girl. 


The slogan of the day is Hurry.“ The 
engine bells clang it. Steamboat whi&tles 
toot it, and on the stage villains and viilain- 
esses and much beleaguered heroes and 
heroines make record breaking runs 
through breathless dramas, rushing their 
audiences through a series of emotions that 
ea ve them at the end of the run drained of 
all energy—but happy, for the modern audi- 
ence likes to see things happen and happen 
in a hurry. 

One of the most notable of the breathless 
dramas is The Price of a Girl““ and ft is 
being played at present in the Oxford Music 
hall, London. In the first act the beautiful, 
unsuspecting herdine and her simple mind- 
ed clerical father are seen oppressed by pov- 
erty, but happy in each other's love, and 
with a touching belief in the honesty of the 
landlord squire, although he smokes cigar- 
ets and eneers. He has already the great 
lady of the parieh fm his power, and forces 
her to enter into a conspiracy with him for 
the unsuspecting girl’s betrayal. 

The heroic village doctor has already saved 
the heroine from drowning, and now pays 
the exorbitant claim of the most pressing 
dun, but the,designing villainess whispers, 
Come with me to my millinery shop in 
London and you shall have gold with which 
to relieve your father’s poverty.“ The vi- 
lain lighte a fresh cigaret and the scene 
closes with the village rustics dancing Sir 
Roger de Coverley in 7 minutes 30 seconds 
dead. 

After an entr'acte of about half a second 
Att II. opens in the Bond street shop, where 
the girle sing in the workroom and Polly 
Clay, the good hearted comic Cockney girl} 
contributes light relief for fourteen seconds, 
She gets wind of the plot and warns the 
heroine, who cannot believe her patroness 
can play her false, although this despicable 
woman demands instant payment of £125 
owing for clothes, In her despair, the vil- 
lain, having lighted another cigaret, induces 
her to accompany him to his spider-web 
chambers in the Albany and she, unsus- 
pecting, consents. “ At last she is mine.“ 
says the villain, with a puff of smake, un- 
knowing, however, that the girl has over- 
heard the plot and hae sent in haste to warn 
the hero, as the scene closes in 7 minutes 28 
seconds. 

Another half second entr’acte intervenes, 
and then is seen the -plot deepening 
in the street at night. The treacherous 
patroness has given the heroine the wrong 
latchkey, 60 that, even if she escapes from 
the Albany, she cannot regain the safety of 
her lodgings, but still the comic Cockney 
girl appears in the nick of time to discover 
and denounce the conspiracy. The sneering 
villain fells her to the ground and now has 

in hie power, until the hero, 


the heroine

enters, and @ mortal struggle ensues there 
in. the moonlight in d street between the 
two men in eveming dress.

„O, about the grizzly that nearly got me? 
Well, I just told Mr. Roosevelt the plain 
facts about our trip. It was easy enough to 
get to Alaska after the theatrical season was 
over, and to ride on the railway the Guggen- 
heims are putting in there to tap the wonder- 
ful copper mines in the interior. But when 
the jumping off place was reached there was 
still a stretch of forty miles of boating to 
get to the place where the bears were as 
plentiful as Johnnies at a New York stage 
door. . 
at: took us five days to go that forty 
miles. The Copper river, up which we had to 
go, runs twelve miles an hour. There were 
just three of us, Beach, who is my brother- 
in-law, the guide, and myself. And we had 
to une the boat up against this fierte cur- 
rent; tow it like a canal boat. I went ahead 
with the tow rope, Beach had the line at the 
stern by which we kept its head out in the 
river, and the guide helped me. It wasn’t 
straight hauling, either. We would pull up 
on one side of the river and then cut across 
and line it up the other side, probably los- 
ing a half mile or so by the operation. But 
that’s the only way we could get there. 

We were five days going up, and we 
came back in five hours, and all we had to do 
was to sit in the boat and keep it clear of the 
feebergs which filled the river and dashed 
by like autos. There were two great glaciers, 
and almost any minute of the day icebergs 
were splitting off them and floating off down 
to the ocean. I’ve seen pieces as big as the 
Flatiron building in New York detach them- 
selves. The sun would split a piece, and it 
would keep on splitting and splitting for a 
mile, maybe, making a noise like thunder. 
Everything about those glaciere was won- 
derful, and whenever I wasn’t hunting, I was 
sitting watching them.

“You have an idea, I presume, that we 


were frozen there. Just the reverse. It was 


go hot that we used to sleep all day and hunt 
at night. It never grew too dark to see, fer 
the sun went down about 10 o’clock and was 
up at 1:30, and the afterglow was like a 
twilight. I killed a bear at 11 o’clock one 
night, and it was so light I could see the sights 
on my rifie. 

“I went after grizzlies with a certain idea 
fn my head—thet they were fond of fight- 
ing and would make for you the moment they 
got sight or wind of you. One day Beach 
was out with our guide, Joe, when, just ashe 


came over the edge of a cliff, he saw, not a 


yarde away, the largest grizzly in the 
Beach ought to know, for he has seen 

many of them here, and the Alaskan grizzlies 
are the biggest of their kind. Just as he was 
about to pull the trigger on this a second 
bear, almost as large, came into the picture.

sire for fighting, but 1 got back to my first 
idea a little while later when I bumped into 
a grizzly myself. This wasn'ta monster like 
the one Beach lost, but it was a good eight 
feet high on measurement and looked as big 
again when I saw it coming for me. We had 
got track of two bears in a wood and were 
stealing along after them through the tundra, 
not making a sound except when one of ug 
stepped on a twig.

The guide and I were together, but Beach 
was some distance off on another trail. Sud- 
denly I heard the most frightful sort of 
noise and looked up. There, not fifty feet 
from me, was a grizzly standing up and 
lurching along through the underbrush, 
which it would put aside with its front paws. 
I fired and struck it in the shoulder. Then it 
fell down, but got up again and was behind 
two trees. There it was fora moment, shift- 
ing this way and that, as if it didn’t know 
which way to go round them. It was too 
big to go between. I gave it a second shot, 
which took away about half an inch of the 
bark of one of the trees, as I afterwards 
found out, and then struck the grizzly in the 
foot. 

Then I got in a third shot, when it made 
the finest somersault I ever saw. It came to 
its feet and then fell down on its haunches, 
turning its head from side to side, searching 
for me in its rage. I took careful aim for my 
fourth shot—all the others had been just as 
fast as I could make them—and that ended 
the matter. But it didn’t fall down as I ex- 
pected. It leaned over and rested itself on 
one elbow and then went down on ite side, 
just as you or I would do if we were dead 
tired and wanted to go to sleep.

COLD FACTS ON HOT FEAT 
OF CATCHER CHARLEY STREET 


Performance of Holding Ball Dropped 
from the Washington Monument as 
Viewed by a Mathematician. 


Washington, D. C., April 9.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.J—Last year Charley Street, 
catcher of the Washington baseball team, 
caught a ball dropped from the Washington 
monument. What is the performance, con- 
sidered mathematically and physically ? 

The window from which the ball was 
dropped is 520 feet above the ground; it took 
the ball (allowing for air resistance) 6.8 sec- 
onds to reach Mr. Street's hands; the ball 
had a velocity of 161 feet per second at the 
moment of striking. Supposing the ball to 
weigh three ounces, the ball arrived with a 
momentum, a striking force; of 78 | foot 
pounds. Mr. Street's catcning hand must 
have yielded at least one foot before the ball 
was-really grabbed; during this yield. which 
required only 1-161 of a second; he hela 
75 pounds pressure, which, continued for one 
second, would have equaled nearly 12,000 
foot pounds, hence in this short space of 


1-161 of a second, the time the ball touched 


his glove until it rested, Mr. Street exerted 
an enormous power, only possible by the 
short duration. 

The 75 foot pounds atobped in 1-161 of a 
second was equal to a rate of 12000 foot 
pounds a second, or nearly 22 horse power 
Of course, the greater part of this was pate 
on compressing and expelling aif in his glove, 
heating the air and glove, but probably 4 
rate of 2 or 3 net horse power a second was 
still the effort of the arm and muscles, for- 
tunately only needed for 1-161 of a second.

His training partners say that the per- 
spiration will prevent Gotch from gaining an 
effective purchase on Yussiff's pedal extremi- 
tiess If this is true, all well and good. but 
if untrue the Bulgarian will find anything 
but a path of roses in this match, for Gotch’s 
toe grip is a pain producer of the first water 
and has caused many an opponent to give 
up the battle. 


Gotch May Use Many Holds. 

That the toe hold is Gotch’s favorite does 
not mean that he will rely on it to win the 
match. He has many other grips equally 
as dangerous, and will usethem. Buthe has 
made a specialty of this toe hold. As for 
Mahmout, he either is not partial to it as 
an offensive play or is not sufficiently familiar 
with it to use it often. 

Considering the merits of the men who 
will struggle next Wednesday, it looks as if 
Gotch would have the call should it be a 
short match, while if it develops into a long 
struggle Mahmout’s chances would improve. 
If strength and a methodical careful de- 
fense can beat quick thinking, speed, and 
trickery, then Mahmout may take the title 
of world’s champion back to the sultan’s 
domain. If not, Gotch will win, but that the 
present title holder will be favorite before 
the men step into the ring there can be no 
doubt. 


GOTCH ON MAT IN C. A. A. SHOW. 


Champion Wrestler Easily Disposes of 
Carl Victor—Galvin Throws Par- 
dello in Exciting Match. 


Frank Gotch, world's champion wrestler.

Bin- 
gen is two years older than Peter the Great, 
and he has sired a lot of colt speed, one 
real star of that class in Admiral Dewey, 
and others not so good, but still far above 
the average, in Lord Revelstoke (3), 2:12%; 
Todd, that showed in 2:21 as a 2 year old; 
Totara, 2:17%, as a 2 year old; Blue Hill, 
2:15%, as a 2 year old; Gay Bingen, 2:12% 
at 8, and The Leading Lady, 2:16%, at 2 and 
2:07 at 3. Nearly all these colts had the 
bad fault of jumping at a critical pofnt in 
their races, Dewey being a notable excep- 
tion. 

That Bingen wiii be found a greater family 
than that of Peter the Great is entirely pos- 
sible, as no horse of his age ever has been 
able to make such a showing in the way of 
producing sons as he. Bingara alone would 
make the reputation of an ordinary horse in 
that respect, but before Bingara came with 
the wonderful colt trotters Bisa and Bin- 
volo, not to mention many others of less 
speed, the second generation of Bingens had 
begun to spring from the loins of ‘Todd, and 
they certainly were speed wonders in colt- 
hood, although not quite classy enough to 
win the big stakes for their kind. 


Aquilin, Son of Bingen. 

Aquilin, son of Bingen, sired a 2:08 4 year 
oid trotter in Aquin; Bingara gave the turf a 
stake winning 3 year old in BinVolo, 2:00%, 
which has also to his credit the best 3 heat 
race by 2 year olds. Steadiness is a char- 
acteristic of the Angaras. I have seen Bisa 
and Binvolo go six races in the best of colt 
company, in front or near it most of the time, 
and neliher one offered to break. I have seen 
a remarkably fast trotter by Admiral Dewey 
and a speedy pacer by the same horse. both 
colts, and they were steady as a clock, so that 
no fault reasonably can be found with the 
second generation of Bingens on the ground 
of unSteadiness. Bingen now has seven sons 
that have sired thirty-two trotters and one 
pacer, while two of his daughters have pro- 
duced four trotters. It is an unparalleled 
showing for a stallion of his age, and it is not 
likely that Peter the Great or any other horse 
soon will equal it. 

Zombro in New Home. 

Mention already has been made in this col- 
umn of the transfer from California to Penn- 
Sylvania of the stallion Zombro, which stood 
third to Bingen and Peter the Great in the 
matter of new performers last year, and, 
aside from numbers, proved his claim to get- 
ting class as well as speed by having three 
of his trotters—all gree ce with fiarked 
success in the grand circuit, they beihg San 
Francisco, 2:07%; Zomalta, 2 0st, and The 
Zoo, 2:09. Zombro passed through Chicago 
last Monday on his way east. 

Another notable move in the stallion line is 
that of the California horse Nutwood Wilkes, 
which goes to Ohio. He is the sire of John A. 
McKerron, 2:04%, and is the only stallion 
that has sired two 2:05 performers and 
has a son and a daughter, each of which 
has produced 2:05 performers. Nutwood 
Wilkes, like other California sires, has been 
handicapped by being foaled west of the 
Rocky mountains. The mares are not there 
for as many good stallions as the country 
produces, for which reason the California 
stallion that shows well as a speed vrcducer 
is entitled to full credit,

PRING is nowhere hailed with greater 
delight than in the haunts of the 
underworld—in the 5 and 10 cent 
lodging houses; To the 20,000 or 25,000 
men who, through misfortune or 

shiftiessness, through ill luck or indifference, 
have fallen into the ranks of the submerged, 
spring brings new hopes and new chances. 
It opens up avenues for temporary relief 
and sometimes for permanent success. 

To those of the denizens of the lodging 
house who have started on the downward 
road but recently spring holds out the prom- 
ise of finding work and the opportunity to 
return to their former station in life. To 
the inveterate lodging house patrons, who 
know that they are doomed to end their 
existence in some pestilential flop the 
breath of spring brings temporary relief. It 
grants them a leave of absence from the 
lodging house for a period of seven or eight 
months. It restores them to fhe freedom 
of the country of which King Winter had 
deprived them. 

Between April 1 and April 15 these cheap 


lodging houses lose from one-half to two- 


thirds of their guests,“ Some of these 
whose work is seasonal, such as working in 
various capacities on the lakes and lake 
steamers, on railroads, or at the docks, re- 
turn to their trades. Others who have no 
trades and who do not care about working 
anywhere in particular strike out for the 
country. 
There is little or no packing here and the 
farewells are not profuse. Most denizens of 
the lodging houses, even those who had 
money at the beginning of the winter, have 
nothing left by spring. They have in all 
likelih sold or worn out all extra clothes 
that they had. A small bundle containing

For no sort of occupation ts so tiring and 
disconcerting as keeping a little. grocery in

Nursery Encroaches on Store. 
But while the small grocer in the slum may 
show the best of excuses for having a stale 
stock of goods and undlean and unhealthy 
premises, the fact remains the le in 
congested districts buy their foodstuffs from 
horribly unclean and ineanitary places. 
There are hundreds of little stores in Chi- 
cago where the. keeper of the store has 
one room beck of the store to live in. As the 
proprietor of such a store has one and gen- 
erally more children, the insufficiency of the 
“home” is apparent. So the family en- 
croaches on the business premises and the 
home and store become one.

The proposition and the question were put 
to me by a man who has made millions as 
the head of a great business institution. 
Naturally there was a pause to allow of the 
millionaire's answering his own query, which 
he did with warmth and with emphasis. 

I'd seek for all the cause of the disaffec- 
tion on the managerial side of the line,“ he 
said. and I'd find it on that side of the line 
don't you doubt that fact for a minute. 

“Why, then, should there be such a uni- 
versal condition, generally accepted, that. 
the average employé is afraid of his job !“ 
I asked. 

Just for the reason that he has an in- 
competent employ er, came the answer, 
rag. and decisive.

Stumbles on New Line of Thought. 


I had stumbled in upon a new line of 
thought as affecting the business world at 
large. Remember, this authority of mine 
was not a preacher, not a theorist, not a 
reformer. He had been the builder of a 
tremendous business which had earned him 
a fortune written in multimillions. , His em- 
ployés of all classes, in twenty-five or thirty 
years of his activity, numbered into the tens 
of thousands. His organization had fired 
men; men within it had become dissatisfied 
and had resigned. But after all these years 
of experience he was certain that the short- 
coming of men in upper ranks in his house 
had brought about the majority of resigna- 
tions and discharges among the thousands 
forewhom the heads of departments had 
stood responsible. 

Let me tell you a story of something 
which occurred in my own house only a 
short time ago,“ said this friend of mine, 
who for most apparent reasons must be 
nameless in this article. 

Our general manager was out of town 
for two weeks, he said. “‘A supervising 
assistant with large powers in the manager's. 
absence had a misunderstanding with a de- 
partment head. They had some hot words 
in the presence of third parties and the de- 
partment head put on his hat and coat and 
went home, He announced that he would 
return when the genera! manager was again 
at his desk. 


— 1 
Manager Refuses to Take Sides. 

He returned promptiy the morning the 
manager got back. He went in and made a 
straighiforward explanation of the trouble, 
but he was surprised when the manager 
said to him that he wouldn't have anything 
to do with the matter. ‘It’s your fight," he 
said; go in and have it out.’ 

“ The department manager went inyas he 
was told to do. But the result was just a 
little disappointing to the general manager. 
The assistant, instead of meeting the depart- 
ment manager half way, went after him 
again-in an abusive manner. Im not sure 
that the general manager mightn't have 
smiled to himself had the two grappled and 
gone to the floor; instead, the wronged one 
took it all and went back to his desk again 
without a wo 

The point emphasized by this business 
man is that here were two men high up in 
the organization who had come to such a 
misunderstanding as to make a scene in the 
orgafiization. The organization’ had been 
built up carefully according to the best judg- 
ment of men having knowledge of organiz- 
ing. Each of them was responsible for hun- 
dreds of workers in the rank and file of the 
business. What can be expected of man- 
agers of men when as managers, charged 
with responsibilities and decorum, such fric- 
tion is developed among themselves? 

But as a concrete incident, true in every 
respect, how. does it affect that organization 
as a piece of working machinery?

knew, Jones well. But. uxely 
magnitude of the business the power which 

discharged Jones never has been in close 
enough personal Aouch with hundreds of 
these interested employés for them to under- 
stand its point of view. It ig something akin 
in its effects to the bolt out of the storm 
cloud which delivers death and destruction, 
Where may it strike next? 

Maybe Jones ought to have been fired. He 
might have been retained weeks or months 
beyond the termination of his real useful- 
ness to the organization, merely for policy's 
sake. But the bolt has struck and the ques- 
tion, Where may it strike next?“ not only 
is inevitable but it is ane of the most dis- 

nizing of all questions asked in the big 

iness house where persona! touch between 

workers and managers necessarily is dif- 
ficult to establish. 

„But,“ insists my business friend, ey ery 
discharge is a knock for the man. who does 
the discharging. The higher the position of 
the person discharged the greater the knock 
against his immediate superiors, too. Why? 
It is as easy as a sum in addition.

Question Doesn't Include Reeruit. 

Understand me, however, that in an or- 
ganization of the kind I don’t consider that 
a man who has been on the pay roll a few 
weeks only, and has been told to go for 
cause, can be considered as discharged. No 
employer of men is a mindreader or prophet. 
He often has to take the man he can get 
and he must have a chance to try him out. 

“ But here is my point: I say that when a 
manager has taken a recruit, trained him. 
advanced him in position and salary, and 
finally knocks him off the upper steps of the 
organization stairs, that manager virtually 
is calling out, Look what a fool I've been 
for so long!’ It has cost the organization 
time and money to raise this employé to this 
place. In return for this time and money, 
expended upon a worthy subject, the house 
would have equipped a man to fill a position 
profitably to the house in his present place. 
and promising larger possibilities in the 
future. But instead of this he has advanced 
the man through bad judgment and in getting 
rid of him has proved only his own ineffi- 
clency. 

I hold that any normal man, put to work 
by an employer of organizing ability, can be 
made a satisfactory. employé. At is a broad 
statement, but let us look into it a little. In 
the first place, the wise manager of this

judgment in s up the concern for which 
they work. — Lua reflect the employer. 
The organization is reflectéd in them in- 
delibly. And when you find a house that 
continually is disturbed because of dis- 
charged employés, ‘resignations, and a gen- 


eral atmosphere of discontent the fault fs : 


with the employerg—it lies nowhere else.“ 
Isn't there assurance for the decent em- 
ployé of the large business house in this 
point of view of a successful man of busi- 
ness? At the same time, isn’t it devolving 
upon the decent employé of such a house to 
maintain his working standards? Yet men 
are, and always will be, fired. 
Often it's foolish, however.“ said Walter 
L. Moody of the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce, Men are fired every day, we'll 
admit for cause. But what cause? And who 
will. be employed to take the place? Most 
often the successor is a man who for cause 
has been fired from some other establish- 
ment, In firing the employé the employer 
creates one has bees and turns round and 
employs another. What might have hap- 
pened if this.employer, instead of discharg- 
ing the man whom he knew something about, 


had spent the time necessary to get anew 


man in ‘nursing’ along the incapable one? 
Isn't it a long chance that it would have been 
better for his organization?’

Shows Appreciation of Obligations. 

John G. Shedd is recognized in Chicago as 
one of the best organizers in the city. I 
don't believe I'm violating a confidence when 
I repeat a statement which he made sev- 
eral years ago affecting his appreciation of 
the obligations of the organizer. 

I have made this request of managers 
throughout the house of Marshall Field & 
C.,“ said Mr. Shedd, “ That is, Don't leg 
a good man leave your department until you 
have asked him to come in and see me.“ 

Richard W. Sears says that he worked a 
year as assistant to a station agent up in a 
little town in Minnesota, afraid of his job 
for at least twelve long months. His em- 
ployer never once looked or spoke apprecia- 
tion of anything young Sears ever did. 

When I got into a new place I had a long 
breath of relief,“ said Mr. Sears, and 1 
almost fell dead Several years after when 
this agent told a friend of mine that I was 
the best assistant be ever had or hoped to 


man isnt going t give him something which“ get.” 


the man can’t do; at least he won't give him 
the task more than once. This first essential 
duty of this manager is to try out his em 
ployé. If he has been wise he has made his 
plans for getting early returns on the work 
of the individual, and goodness knows it is 
easy enough to do. Why, you can put five 
new recruits together at the same class of 
work in the same room, and before night 
of the first day's work four of them will be 
asking questions of the fifth one how they 
shall work! Isn't that easy enough? 
* * 


Individual Must Be Satisfied. 

That manager of ability must know ab- 
solutely that he can't expect good work of 
the employé unless that individual man is 
satisfied with his condition and his outlook. 
Ile can't sit far back in a barred office, with 
the No Admittance ’’ sign always out, and 
wear a sphinxlike face at all times, expect- 


ing that the employés for whom he is re- 


sponsible are going to do the best that is in 
them. It is impossible, If he has 100 or 
10,000 men under him he has assumed an 
enormous responsibility. He has the making 
of these men in his hands. He is conducting 
a man farm,’ and if the erop is poor it shows 
only that he is a poor farmer. 

** Personally, I have handled workers of 
many types and classes. But I am proud 
to say that in this experience of men I’ve 
had to say to an employé more often, Say 
Jones, don't you think you'd better let up a 
little?’ than to say, ‘ Jones, don't you think 
you'd better get a meve on you?’ 

I. don’t believe in flattery of any kind. It 
is insincere and ft won't go. But the em- 
ployé needs tg have assurance that his work 
is appreciated. He can't do his best with- 
out the knowledge that somebody is con- 
tented with the showing he is making. 
Otherwise he must get into a frame of mind 
akin to that of the man in a sölitary cell, 
breaking stone. The bigger the organiza- 
tion ard’ the further removed the powers 
that be, the more essential is this touch of 
recognition in some 5 or other.

Ae Serve a6 Eyes. 
How can this be done? Not personally, 
for instance, on the part of a general man- 
ager. But this wise general manager Ras his 
subordinates, whom he will require to be in 
personal touch with those for whom they 
are responsible. These subordinates, accord- 
ing to their ability, will be quick enough in 
an emergency call to say that here and there 
in their departments they have a man who

„Odd Trade Best Designation. 


Perhaps the best way to call this trade of 
yours would be to designate it as an odd 
trade and the best way to classify it would 
be under odd otcupations.”’ 

There are numerous odd occupations in 
Chicago, occupations upon which most peo- 
ple look with contempt, but which mean 
much to a nerve racked mother and her 
three or four little babies in a tenement 
basement in the Ghetto or in Little Italy. 
‘The amount of trade in some of these occu- 
pations does not go much over a dollar and 
n quarter a day, but 95 cents of the dollar 
is generally clear profit and with this a poor 
mother can generally manage to keep the 
wolf a short distance from the door. 

These occupations are followed almost ex- 
clusively by immigrants. Some of these im- 
migrants have worked in shops and fac- 
tories before, but slipped down the industrial 


ladder through misfortune or sickness until 
there was nothing for them to do but to 
take up an odd trade. 


Others took to the 
trade because they could not find other 
work and had no money with which to start 
‘a little business. 

Perhaps the most unique of these occupa- 
tions is the making of cones and crackers 
used by the hokey pokey’ man. A little 
shop where such cones are manufactured 
18 found on a narrow street in the neighbor- 
hood of Halsted street and Grand avenue. 
An Italian man about 40 years old, with 


two boys barely 14 years of age as his as- 


sistants, turns out these cones and crackers 
with marvelous rapidity.

Candy Man Children's Favorite. 

The men who carry a basket with all kinds 
ot fruit candy, including, of course, pollyy 
and “ pumpkin seeds,“ are more numerous. 
There are two or three of them on every 
corner in nearly every congested district in 
Chieago. There are among them men from 
every nationality. Jews, Italians, and 
Syrians predominate.. Though their wares 
are in great demand by sium youngsters, 
they do not make nearly as much as some 
of the men following the other odd occupa- 
tions. This is because of the overcrowding 
of the business.“ 

An occupation Which is more national than 
odd, but which affords a living to hundreds 
of families in the Ghetto for at least three 
months each year, is the baking of matzoth 
or unleavened bread for the passover. The 
matzoth bakeries are opened up each winter 
about the middle of January, and for about 
three months tons of these large crackers 
are turned out not only for home consump- 
tion but for shipment to various cities and 
towns in America which have Jewish colo- 
nies. With the approach of passover week 
in the first part of spring the matzoth fac- 
tories are closed and the hundreds of work- 
ers who toiled almost day and night takea 
rest and enjoy their hard earned wages.

Many Serve as, Fillers.“ 

There are numerous odd occupations which 
are a sort of fillers—that is, they are followed 
only on certain days in the week. Thus in the 
Ghetto hundreds of old men make a dollar or 
a dollar and a half a day Thursday and Fri- 
days grinding horseradish and selling it to 
housewives when they come out from the 
meat markets with their supply of meat for 
the Sabbath. 

Similarly many old Jewish women earn a 
good day’s wages Thursdays and Fridays 
working in butcher shops. Their work con- 
sists in dressing chickens, geese, and other 
fowl in accordance with the requirements of 
the Jewish ritual and in seeing that the meat 
is **‘ kosher.” 

Occupations which are getting so common 
as to be no longer odd are organ grinding 
and fortune telling. The former is yielding 
good revenue to scores and possibly hun- 
dreds of Italians. Italian organ grinders 
not only support their families with their 
playing but are saving money. Fortune tell- 
ing. while not incident to any one nationality, 
has developed into a highly gainful occupa- 
tion among the Polish people. In-the Polish 
districts in Chicago there are literally hun- 
dreds of fortune tellers who not only make 
a living but get rich out of their“ powers.

five to fifty years ago. But just how differ- 
ent school teaching is today to what it was 
twenty odd years ago in a township over 
in the eastern “Thumb” portion of Michi- 
gan was brought home to me graphically the 
other day by a former countrys school teacher 
now graduated to a technical professorship 
in a big Chicago school. 

The professor admits that his first morning 
on the rostrum in that little crossroads 
schoolhouse in eastern Michigan was one of 
the most trying short periods in his life. 
He was a stranger to most of the pupils; 
who were taking stock of him. The boys and 
girls ranged all the way from the 7 year old 
pupil to the lanky, overgrown 17 year old 
boy with a budding mustache. The schoo! 
board members were of the old three RS 
persuasion. 

Teach em to read and rite and figger,”’ 
had been the set rule of the district since 
the schoolhouse had been established there. 
But how the teacher branched out into prac- 
tical outline. geography on the side will be 
shown in this story. ” 

in all that school assembly there were not 
half a dozen text books. Some of these were 
pageless here and there and dog eared to an 
embarrassing degree. A geography with a 
colored map in it would have been a curiosity 
almost beyond belief, if not beyond meaning. 
But the teacher meant to teach geography. 


* * 
First Lesgon Arouses Interest. 


That first lesson in geography was a won- 
der in its way. It began with a slate and 
pencil drawing of the schoolroom showing 
windows, door, the big woodburner. stove, 
and the desks in which the pupils sat. In 
perspectives and observance of scale propor- 
tion, some of these first drawings were to be 
described merely as fierce; the rest of them 
much flercer, But after each pupil had writ- 
ten or printed his name above his own par- 
ticular desk, mogt of them were considera- 
bly interested in this fiyst lesson in geogra- 
phy. Geography, mind you! : , 

Drawings of the interior of the schoolroom 
in the next few days improved markedly. 
The hext lesson involved a drawing of the 
schoolhouse, the fence of pine logs, ‘the 
woodpile, and the finger post at the corner. 
Some of these were so well done that the 
teacher invited the draftsman to step for- 


Ward and reproduce his work in chalk upon 


the blackboard. Even the pump was shown, 
with water trickling from the spout into the 


pail under the leverage exerted at the handle 


by the figure of à boy. 

All these things inside the schoolhouse 
yard had place at the extteme corner of a 
quarter section of farm land. Following the 
drawings of the schoolhouse and its den- 
virons, the lesson involved cutlines of this 
quarter section of farm fencing, showing in 
proportion the outline of the schoolhouse 
fence and of the schoolhouse, with the name 
of the owner of that particular quarter sec- 
tion farm printed across the square. The 
geography idea was beginning to material- 
ize.

Work Increases in Scope.

Pupils themselves often 
made-corrections in the process of cutting 
State capitals were learned 
from the map, the manufacturing cities 
pointed out, the topography of the country 
discussed and from a chance volume of the 
census reports population figures were 
added. | 

“That was a class in geography when I 
was done with it at the end of that four 
months term,“ said the professor; gazing 
meditatively into the smoke of his cigar. 
Several years ago I went back into that old 
neighborhood and met an old friend of mine 
there who could tell me what became of some 
of those old pupils of mine. 

And, do you know, nothing in my ad- 
vanced work in Chicago ever has pleased me 
so much as to learn that some of those boy 
pupils—now fathers of children in school 
still preserve those first pasted maps ot the 
United States, and further, that half a dozen 
of the boys in that old geography class are 
engineers and surveyors. Today a stranger 
in that county might identify me in a dozen 
places as ‘the teacher who invented the 
pasted maps.“ 

School teaching isn't what it used to be 
— no. But is it in every respect better be- 
cause of that fact?

These shigtings of populations in the growth 
of a great city are often easily marked by 
the experienced dealer in real estate. He has 
discovered that among certain nationalities 
there is a distinct bond of nationality hold- 
ing them to certain neighborhoods. That 
two or three families of some of these na- 
tionalities appear as property holders in a 
certain neighborhood suggests at once that 
the clannishness of nationality is likely to 
bring others in, even it no economic condi- 
tion is pointing to it.

But whatever the width the outline of the face 
should be carefully studied in shaping it. 

Turbans of all shades and sizes will be popu- 
lar; they are made of various kinds of straw, 
fancy braids,’ crin, and a combination of soft silk 
and fancy braids. Others are almost completely 
covered with a mass of small flowers, fruit or 

berries, the preference perhaps ieaning towards 
the last. Tulle, mostly in black and in BSBrus- 
sels or filet mesh, is being used a great deal, trim- 
ming or entirely covering many of the newest turbans. 
The turban, to look its best, should be softly and 
artistically draped, either with tulle, lace, chiffon, or 
some similar material, and strict simplicity should 
characterize the rest of the trimming—a stiff or soft 
aigrette caught with a fancy buckle or a sheaf of fine 


quills looks exceedingly well. 


One of the fashionable turbans is lightly trimmed 
with soft, loose folds of white tulle inclosed in a sort 
of skeleton filigree work of fine jet with a large aigrette, 
the fronds of which are weighted in reversed fashion 
with jet drops or pear shaped black sequins.

The most noticeable feature of the newest hats is 
that they bear a resemblance to those of the empire 
period; these are mostly quaint but pleasing, and lend 


themselves admirably as an attractive finish to the 


present styles in dress. A great variety of shapes is 
comprised in these empire models, so that one may be 
sure of finding something becoming. There are crowns 
of all heights and shapes, and brims of various widths, 
gome broader at the sides and drooping or of even 
width all around, and both are correct. The large 
toques also come under the reign of the empire. 

Some of the new spring models are on directoire 
lines also, and this tends to making them somewhat 
enormous, whether in toque or picture form. One re- 
cently seen was in heliotrope straw, about six inches 
high, no brim, and with a wide crown The straw was. 
soft and coarse, threaded with heliotrope ribbon, which 
formed a bow at the side and had beside it a huge 
bunch of tearose buds. 

Another was in fine black straw, with a high crown 
made of huge, finely gathered tulle choux in black. 
From the left side waved three black plumes. The 
brim was turned up in front and swept round the shoul- 
ders in wide curves. Both these hats were worn well 
back on the head and on one side, and they need the 
most careful putting on if they are to look well. 

* * 


While the tendency of the hats towards the em- 
pire or directoire periods is no proof that the gowns 
will remain there, they are bound to finally affect one 
‘another to a certain extent. But it seems sometimes 
as though both milliners and dressmakers work with 
a seeming indifference of each other, and their patrons 
must make what they can out of the result. The 
marvel of it is that it is generally more or less har- 
monious, A great deal can be done, however, with 
color and material, and this is where the connécting 
links come in. 

One of the favorite colors of the hour is brown, and 
in morning tallor mades it has completely taken the 
place of blue and black. For afternoon gowns canary 
yellow and all shades of gold, peach, apricot, and cop- 
per are looked at with favor. A good many short 
sleeves are to be seen on the afternoon gowns, and on 
every gown, whether afternoon or evening, there is sure 
to be some bead trimming, the big cabochons being 
much to the fore for corsage ornaments.

If one has a large hat which seems to have possi- 
bilities of remodeling, possibly among other things cut- 
ting off some of the brim or giving the edge a different 
shape, it is a satisfaction to be able to do the work 
oneself. It is not an easy thing for a novice-to accom- 
plish, but if she is a ‘good needlewoman and uses a t 


deal of care the chances are it will be a good locking 


piece of work. > 

Mark off on the brim the line desired around the 
edge; do this with tallor's chalk; then cut the brim off 
exactly on this line, Be suré it is perfeetly true, in line 
everywhere, and then strengthen the edge with a piece 
af fine silk covered wire. Start this where the middle 
of the back is to be, and, holding it exactly on the edge 
of the brim} take shallow buttonhole stitches about one 
inch apart, and do this entirely araund the hat. The 
stitches should not be taken in deeper than a sixteenth 
of an inch, and when the starting point has been 
reached let the wire lap by about an inch, then cut 
it off. | 

Next cut a piece of fine crinoline on the bias, about 
one inch wide and long enough to reach around the 
edge of the brim; crease this through the middle, and 
then stretching it through the exact middle by holding 
it over the first finger of the right hand baste it around 
the edge of the brim. Next cut a true bias facing of 
whatever material the hat is to be bound with, and it 
had better be about three inches wide; seam several 
lengths together and then holding the middle of the 
width of it over the finger, as the crinoline was treated, 
pin it in position around the brim, stretching it as it 
is pinned in place, sticking the pins straight through 
the brim and near to the edge. In pinning this bind- 
ing on it must be stretched as much as possible, of 
course not doing so to the extent of drawing in the 
hat edge ever so little. 

* * ! 

When the binding has been pinned around the whole 
way cut it off so that it meets exactly, not allowing for 
any seam at all. Take it off of the hat and stitch the 
ends together in a quarter of an inch seam. In putting 
the binding back on the hat see that no seam comes 
in or hear the middle of the front, and if there is more 
than one seam the last joining should come in the 
middle of the back and the others on the sides if pos- 


sible. 

Hold the binding in place the same as before, by 
pinning throygh the brim near the edge. Holding the 
upper side of the hat next to you, turn in the edge of 
the binding, first on one side and then on the other, 
trying to tell by feeling that the binding is turned in 
on both sides so that it is exactly the same width on 
both sides. oie 
Stick ping all around the edge at intervals of an 
inch and a half or two inches, and it will be found that 
the binding fits beautifully, stretching just enough in 
the 80 putting on so that stitching that last seam 
together did not make it too tight. 

The binding is slip stitched on. Use a fine mifll- 


ners needle and thread or silk, as the material may 


seem to require. Slip the needle under the edge on one 


side and hide the small knot; run the needle exactly in 


the fold of the binding at the edge for a distance of 
about a quarter of an } or possibly a little shorter 
@istancs; bring the needle out, stick it through to the 


other side, being particular that it 
does not take even the slightest 
slanting direction, and then take 
the same kind of a stitch on this 
side as you did before, running it 
in the fold for a short distance, 
bringing it out and going through 
to the other side, and so on until 
the work is finished. Another cau- 
tion may help—do not pull the 
stitches too tight or they will dent 
the material in and show.

An entirely new idea in blouses 
which was seen recently is given 
on this page and will doubtless be 
welcomed by those who like to 
make pretty new things. Although 
this bolero part can be worn in con- 
junction with any light blouse bod- 
ice, it looks particularly well worn 
with a gown made in the directoire, 
princess, or empire styles.

Instead of cutting the pieces out mark off the out- 
line of the entire garment with colored thread, includ- 
ing the shape around the top, and then get the tinsel 
and run it on by hand in regular rows; these can be a 
half, three-quarters, or an inch apart, and must of 
course be as invisibly done as, possible. Be sure to 
leave sufficiently long ends so they will not ravel too 
much. After this has beén accomplished the hardest of 
the work is done and the balance will not take so 
much time. } 

The bolero is then sewed together, but must not 
be fitted too tight, and the edges of the armholes and 
the neck (the latter takes the same shape across the 
back as the front, only, of course, it is not cut so low) 
are turned to the right side and basted down. There is 
a tiny piping ot satin around all edges, and inside this 
is laid an inch wide band of softest satin on the Dias. 
In this instance the satin matches the tinsel in shade 
as nearly as possible.

If preferred the narrowest soutache braid in gold 
might be substituted. for the tinsel, but it would prob- 
ably lose some of its oriental character, and it is a 
style that has been adapted from an eastern fashion 
and is being worn by many Parisians, both in the day- 
time and evening.

“A good deal is being said these days 
against the use of soap and water on the face. 
This is all nonsense. Soft water and pure 
vegetable oils will not injure the most deli- 
cate skin. The trouble is that it is only the 
exceptional woman who knows, until she has 
been taught, how to wash her face. It is 
much better in cleansing the face to use the 
hands and finger than a wash cloth, sponge, 
or even complexion brush. The touch of skin 
to skin has something peculiarly beneficial.

If wall paper has been made attractive 
and worth while rugs and carpets have kept 
pace. There is a great step from the old 
fashioned rag carpets largely used in colonial 
days and the beautiful modern designs of 
oriental and American manufacture. Though 
many people still use carpets on floors that 
are not made of the natural woods or where 
roomis are subjected to hard use rugs are 
much more in vogue today. 

A visit to any of the large shops in Chi-

are those of American, English, and French 
make, besides the more costly oriental rugs 
or excellent reproductions of these. 

The Wiltons are among the most popular 
of domestic rugs. They come in many sizes 
and are to be had at different prices. An ex- 
cellent rug in 9x12 may de had at $30 in the 
best design. These are mostly made in the 
Persian patterns and some are so beautifully 
woven ft is hard to tell them from the original 
oriental rugs. These rugs may be used in 
any room, but they are especially suitable 
for the hall, drawing room, or living room.

Motif One Liked by Orientals. 

One smart looking covering is a copy of an 
old Kermanshah. It is in pale pink, cream, 
and blue with the pearl motif so popular 
among the ortentals. 

Another pretty design is in dark green 
set off in panels. The center of the rug rep- 
resents green foliage growing fn its branches. 
This fe surrounded by a wooden border. ef- 
fect worked into the weave, The outer panels 
are ornamented with follage and conven- 
tionalized flowers. 

The rooms on the firat floor may be cov- 
ered with rugs of one make, but it is better 
to have a variety of designs. Body Brussels 
or Bokhara are both suftable for the library 
and living rooms. The body Brussels come 
in many of the new colors, including myrtle 
green, taupe, bois de rose, and amethyst. A 
lovely pattern has a blossom with an allover 
design of leaves laid against a background of 
deep green. 

Another carefully made design is a cherry 
blossom centered in a diagonal figure. It is 
attractive either against a pale green or a 
background in the brighter terra cotta 
shades. | 

No oriental rug is so successively imitated 
as the Bokhara, and though the hand woven 
ones are expensive. splendid reproductions 
made be had in suitable patterns either for a 
library. or a living room from $40 up. The 
ground work may be had in rich shades of 
red, blue, green, and white, according to the 
color scheme of the room.

Overlaid Pattern Aitractive. : 
The overlaid pattern is attractive. It is 
an octagonal figure repeated with diamond 
shaped figures separating the octagons 
across the width of the rug. The main border 
usually has a pattern corresponding with the 
center figures separated by narrow diagonal 
str.pes resembling a fretwork. 
‘The domestic Smyrnas are also popular. 
rugs and, though less expendive when well 
chosen, they are suitable beth for the dining 
room and a man's den. They come in elab- 
; orate patterns, but the neatest are in plain 
colors, such as Copenhagen blue, terra cotta, 
and deep green finished in a deep brown 
made up of geometrical figures in a self-same 
or a contrasting color. 

When it comes to a lightweight rug the 
cashmere is suiteble for warm weather 
either for a city or country home. The rugs 
of this make are especially well adapted 
for the library and the den.- They have the 
appearance of being heavy, for both the warp 
and weft are wool and have long, cream 
colored fringes at either end. 

Many are of an elaborate pattern with three 
or four large medallions in one color, such as 
blue laid against a deep rich background. 
The center part of the rug and the medallions 
are covered with small irregular figures scat- 
tered rather carelessly. The rug is finished 
with a deep border of black with wavy lines 
of red and blue W a et it. 


Axminster and Doriegal Hand n 


In the higher priced rugs. the Axminster 
and Donegal are in great demand. These are 
‘hand woven and ¢an be ordered in any size 
and shape. The best of these rugs come at 
$90 a yard, but it must be remembered that 
they: are hand made and each tuft is secured 
by a separate knot. ‘The best wools and dyes 
are used in their making. These come in 
dull rich shades of blue, green, and red fin- 
ished with fancy borders. 

The Caledon rugs, though less expensive, 
are as effective. They are especially har- 
monious when used with mission and colonia] 
furniture: They come in charming combina~ 
tions of reds and blues. 

For bedrooms body Brussels are always 
in good taste, especially when woven in the 
tame pattern as the curtains and the wail 
paper. Lovely designs come in à plain 
mauve, gray, or light pink ornamented with 
the flowers and foliage used on the wall. 
They are finished with.a border in a dark 
tern ornamented with some Wen pat - 

ern. , 
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cretonne and denim figures. Some have plain 
borders with figured centers, while others 
have fancy borders and plain centers. The 
cretonne effects have lovely borders of ram- 
blers, large pink roses and delicate morning 
glories, and may be had to match nearly any 
of the popular designs in wall paper. 

The old fashioned crocheted rugs, so popu- 
far with our grandmothers and great-grand- 
mothers, are once more admired. The most 
expensive are hand made, while others only 
have this appedrance. They are fashioned 
of a number of materials, such as silk strips, 
rags, and flannelette. The flanneleite in deep 
blues and bryvens are good looking in bed- 
rooms and bathrooms. Some of these 
crocheted rugs are worked in one color, while 
others have a fancy center or a fancy border.

Indian Rugs Cain Favor. 

The Indian rugs have grown popular dur- 
ing the last few years, especially the Navajo 
and the Almakee. This is largely because 
of their odd patterns and brilliant colors. 
But the best of these rugs are so high priced 
that they are only within the range of few. 
A number of hand made rugs, though not 
made by Indians, have the same motifs. 
Among the most prized of these is the Alna- 
kee rug, which is a pulled rug made of flan- 
nel. It is dyed im lovely warm colors. 

Stenclled rugs to match the cofor teheme 
are also well adapted for country homes. 
Some are stampedjon cotton, while the more 
elaborate are worked on biglap. These come 
at all prices f $1.50 up, according to their 
size and the amount of sfenciling used. 

There have been so many oriental rugs 
brought to this country during the last few 
years that Americans have grown extremely 
partial to them. The finest are costly, but 
.those of more moderate grade may be had as 
low as $60. 

The Daghestan are the best known, for 
they were the first oriental rugs imported. 
They are strictly Persian both in design and 
color. The warp of these rugs is in wool 
and the weft in cotton. They are firmly and 
closely woven, usually in a pure cream color, 
The pattern is laid out in réds, dark blue, 
green, and yellow. The figures are combined 
in a number of ways, such as the archlike fig- 
ure at one end with a strange medallion ar- 
rangement at others, or a latch design sur- 
rounded by many queer geometrical figures.

Is famous as a cigar maker married to a 
millionaire philanthropist. She believes in 
prevention of untoward death asan anti-race 
suicide measure. If we would check race 
suicide, she believes, we must check the 
grinding of little children into profits, the 
killing of little infants through unavoidable 
neglect by parents too heavily burdened by 
an industrial oligarchy; the thrusting of 
young girls and women into the abyss and 
the destruction of life and limb of the adult 
workers of our country under this ruthless, 
anarchistic struggle for unearned wealth. 

Three-quarters of a million people die each 
year in the United States from causes other 
than old age, and the large majority of these 
deaths are due to the fact that nearly the 
entire working class of our country are pre- 
cluded fr .m the possibility of self-support 


except under conditions destructive of health 


and vigor. Through inability to live decently 
in this land of plenty many sink into the mire 
of despondency and despair and become vi- 
cious and depraved. 

Some are driven by desperate want to 
“steal” their neighbors’ goods and pass 
through penal institutions to a life of habit- 
ual crime. Race suicide proceeds not merely 
on the physical plane but on the moral plane 
as well.

Her 
father was an official and had no sons, so ed- 
ucated her as if she had been a boy. Later 
she married an official.

On her husband's death she detérmined to 
devote herself to the uplift of her country, 
and that, she thought, could come about only 
through the rise of its women, Her face 
shines with modest fearlessness, intelli- 
gence, feeling, and benevolence.

Bhe is trying to improve the method of con- 
ducing betrothals so that they will end in 
congenial marriages. The progressives are 
all agreed that the choice should be made 
by the young people themselves, but the best 
way to bring about an acquaintance under 
the present social conditions presents a grave 
problem. 

Mrs. Chang avows as her aim to keep be- 
fore the public four topics: The education 
of women, woman’s rights, natura) feet, and 
the breaking off from the opium habit. She 
declares that the foundation of all strong, 
victorious nations jis the education of its girls 
‘* Educate the girls, teach them 
hygiene and physiology, and they will de- 
mand the right to walk through life on their 
own heaven given feet instead of hobbling 
like cripples all through life on so-called lily 
feet.”

to be independent.” To express the idea of 
self-support Mrs. Chang had to coin a word.

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Probably the nowtes fad in jewelry and 
ornaments which our lady of fashion has 
had brought to her netire is the turning of 
fresh flowers into metal. 

For the last 200 years or more scientigts 
have spent fortunes and the best efforts of 
their lives to discover hew the ancient 
Egyptians metallized objects, so that they 
kept every detail of their nathral beauty. 

But it was not until about six) years ago' 
that a couple of Belgians perfected a method 
of making bronze plated objetts\and of mét- 
alizing even so delicate a thing as a piece 
of lace or a small rosebud. A factory was 
established. in Brussels, the object of which 
was to place handsomely finished metallized 
objects on the market, in every particular 
equal to but at one-eighth the cost of bronze. 

This method of “‘metallizing was held a 
close secret, She length of time that objects 
were retained in what is technically known 
as the bath varied from . twenty-four ato 
seventy-two hours. The subjects selected 
were generally well known works of famots 
artists, objects for decorative purposes, and 
artistic things, such as card receivers, ash 
receivers, and photo frames. 


8 * 
New Process Revolutionary. 

While this process of metallizing answered 
well enough for ordinary objects, there was 
room for improvement, and it has only been 
within the last few months that a process 
has been discovered which promises to 
eclipse anything of its kind in existence. 

This new process is the result of a discov- 
ery by a French electro-chemist, Prof. L. 
G. Delamothe. The process should not be 

confused with plating. which is the art of 
coating the baser metals with silver or other 
substances by galvanic current. It is one 
theoretically of great simplicity, but re- 
quires in the successful application of it 
considerable experience and skill. 

Those articles usually plated are made of 
brass, bronze, copper, or nickel silver, but 
metallizing, in the true sense of the word, is 
the art of taking live flowers, live bugs, 
fruits, vegetables, and many other things 
and so treating them that after metalliza-

tion has taken place they will preserve all 
the Veins and beauty lines which they had 
in their natura! state. 

In the metallization of roses several proc- 
esees are gonethrough. Inthecooling room, 
where the freshly cut roses are received, cut 
the evening before and delivered all day 
long ‘by incoming trains.from all over the 
country, they are carefully sorted and the 
perfect flowers aranged into sizes, for they 
are made into six grades or sizes, from a 
small bud to ‘a full blown rose.

After being, ded they are prepared for 
metallizing, jeaves being cetached and 
the stems * They then go to the sotu- 
tion room, ‘where’ they receive their first 
bath, after which they are placed in an- 
other vat that dg,electrically charged, and 
from there to the abying rooms, Where mam- 
moth ovens are used to dry the moist, now 
metal roses. After they have been metal- 


lized, which is done on a baser metal, they 
45 into the plating bath, for it is not, every- 

“ly that cares to pay for one of these pins 
made, from solid gold. 

As soon as the plating is finished they un- 
dergo another drying process preparatory 
to being enameled. The pins are enameled 
in many colors, such as rose gold,@ed gold, 
pink silver, plain gold, plain silver, oxidized 
silver, lilac, green gold, oxidized copper, and 
many others, conforming to the prevailing 
fashions in milllmery. After they have been 
colored they are baked in ovens to hold the 
enamel. In the finishing room the pins are 
burnished, polished, and finally packed for 
shipment. 

The accompanying illustrations show to 
some extent what can be done with the new 
process. A glance at the spray of green 
peas will show the lines of the leaf, the pod 
with the few peas showing, and the flower. 
Look at the cluster of California grapes, 
with the leaves and fruit, and see the deli- 
cate veins on the leaves, and the roundness 
of the grapes and how true to nature they are.

Take off your hat to your washwoman, or 
teach your husband to do so—he. probably 
will do it anyway some day when he goes to 
der place in a domestic emergency and finds 
that she lives in a two story house, heated 
with a cheerful hard coal burner, and owns 
her property, while he himself is living in a 
rented flat. 

But it is not in a spirit of money worship 
that I would suggest the obeisance. It is 
because it is the washwoman that may save 
the day for the new style of housekeeper. 
Hunting her out, paying her well, giving her 
deference is Itkely to be worth while to the 
woman who is trying to get good service, 
good eating, and home comfort out of a lim- 
ited salary and still do the things that are 
demanded of her. Perhaps these are: that 
she sew a little—or a good deal—entertain a 
little, go a little, study a little, and earn a 
little. 

This was the state of things with a friend of 
mine who has worked out the washwoman 
scheme. We had fallen into the delicates- 
sen and the eating out habit,“ she says, 
“partly because it was cheaper, and partly 
because I needed time to give to study and 
work along my own specialty. I could make 
considerable extra money this way, with the 
prospect of making more, but the difficulty 
was in entertaining our friends.

that way to us. I had talked with profes- 
slonal women caterers, but they had a same- 
ness about their bills of fare that you couldn't 
shake, and when it came to talking with them 
about special dishes that we like they either 
went up in price or showed a lack of profi- 
ciency that was astonishing. I have noticed 
that the woman caterer is often a young 
girl who is a comparative amateur in—welk 
in what my husband calls real cooking.’ 

Besides our idea of hospitality is to ex- 
press ourselves in our home as well as in 
other things. We like to eat the things we 
have always liked and have the little stand- 
ards kept up about things which we always 
have had in the family and we decided that if 
we were to have a caterer to suit us I would 
have to train her myeelf.

footing with. My washwoman is one of the

other things make ft necessary for her mother 
to earmextra money.

“I take a great interest in Patricia and 
Ha ve acquired prestige by knowing some- 
thing about the best schools of shorthand, 
also by having some discarded hats to offer 
which Patricia approves of as fashionable. 
Patricia says that you know the right kind,’ 
says her mother. All of this has a part in the 
working out of my domestic scheme—it is the 
personal equation, I suppose, and it seems 
strange to me that domestic reformers never 
seem to put it into their schemes.

A never mention that word in her presence 


was to teach her to make rolls my way and to 
help me with cake after one .or.two recipes 
which I always had considered my ‘special- 
ties. Being Swedish, it was easy for her to 
adapt herself to any cooking idea that you 
could show her. Having lived in a good fam- 
ily before her marriage, she is a pretty good 
cook anyway on breads and the plainer 
meats. 

“Now, suppose I want to have a sma!! 
luncheon or a little supper party. Her first 
half day the washwoman cleans up the hctse 
as usual. She always brings back the wash- 
ing with her when she comes; this time it may 
be a bundle of clean curtains which I leave 
to her to take down and put up whenever it 1 
convenient. She knows that these things 
about the house are left to her, and she takes 
pride accordingly. When she goes home that 
day I give her money for the marketing. She 
buys chicken or sweetbreads or whatever 
meat I am going to serve and brings it back 
nicely cooked and packed in a baking dish 
with a fruit jar of stock to go with it.

Makes Rolls on Cooking Day. 

“The day she is cooking this she makes 
rolls according to my recipe. The cake is 
less important, but sometimes she will make 
this, too. and the ones I have taught her to 
do are the kinds that are as far as possible 
from those that you buy, and it is cake that 
is never dreamed of by the public caterer, no 
matter how great he may de. 

My woman brings these things home per- 
fect and complete, with perhaps a little 


“Wotan. Every 
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mold of tomato jelly or cranberry jelly. She 
had boiled the potatoes—a lot of them—the 
morning she was cleaning the house, I fix 
these and make the sauce for the meat the 
day of the luncheon, which is at 2 o’dlock, 
so that my woman can get there in time after 
getting Patricia off to school. I make my 
own mayonnaise, and in the meantime have 
bought the ice cream, salted almonds, and 
small things out of the house. A puree or 
bouillon to be served in cups is one of the 
things to be prepared easily, and the wash- 
woman is whipping the cream for the top 
of it and getting the things for salad ready 
while I am making the mayonnaise. 

We have a creditable little luncheon of 
four courses, without trouble to me, except 
a few hours’ work that morning. The messy 


part, of the preparation is not in the house. 


Best of all, we have our own kind of things 
to eat, which are appreciated by ourselves 
at least. and we hope by our friends. But to 
get them I have shown my washwoman 
each dish separately and have given her my 
cook book to take home. But as there are 
only a few foundation dishes that I want her 
to do, it works. These, of course, are the 
ones that take time, make the smell in the 
house, and the trouble in general 


* — 
Dish Is Better than Caterer . 
One thing I have taught her to do. for 
instance, is to bread veal) She does this 
at home—she takes our waste bread home, 


anyway—and she buys the loin chops and 


brings them in nice little cutlets. When 
cooked slowly a long time, especially if a 
little bit of the kidney is left in, these warm 
up into a better dish than the delicatessen 
or the caterer ever provides. They will 
never cook them long enought to make them 
thoroughly good, while my woman will. 
Another thing she does for me is to buy liver 
and kidney, and stew them. I can makea 
delicious entree out of either of them and 
make it quickly, and she can buy all of them 
at her market over west where she can get 
things cheaper than I can. 

Wnat does it cost? More, certainly than 
it does to buy the things generally kept by 
the delicatessen. I give her the price for her 
marketing and a dollar and a half for her 
day's work at home. She is pleased to be 
able to do it at home with her other work. 


The fact that she spends only a few hours 


on my part is made up for because she is 
using her own gas and taking all the trouble 
of the marketing. 

“The days which she spends at my house 
and the washing that she takes home we 
have made an estimate of by-the month. I 
pay her on the first, so that she ha a nice 
littie sum in a lump. It is enough to cover 
her regular half days nicely and she handles 
the time partly to sult her own convenience. 
She keeps my flat clean, and that is all I 
care for. If something happens that she is 
ill and misses a day, she makes it up when 
I have company. I never take it out of her 
‘salary,’ as we call it, and I find that she 
is the first to make it up by giving me extra 
time on company days. a

Scheme Bears Further Application. 


From trying this scheme for entertaining 
I have gotten so that I have her cook chicken 
or meat and make rolls for me every week 
and cook apple sauce or prunes. This gives 
us a little foundation of the things we like 
to go on, without much time spent. From 
the potatoes she cooks the day she is with 
me it is always easy to make creamed po- 
tatoes at a moment's notice. 

“I have often thought if I were the jani- 
tor's wife I would go around to the people 
without maids and take orders for things 
cooked in the rough instead of trying to fin- 
ish things as they do in the delicatessen. 
Then each housekeeper could get her own 
supper at night in her own way and put her 
own individuality into it. For instance, I 
would take orders for boiled potatdes, hash

On days when there 
is no one here I have long confidential talks 
with her about her daughter's future and 
other things.’

Now, let me prove that to you. At the primaries, 
of course, it was knowh how every man would vote. 
Now, it is almost a law in Georgia that an election never 
repudiates the primartes. So we ‘drys’ would have the 
tickets made for the men of our side. We always were 
secret about it so that the wets would not know 
what we were doing and that their’ tickets should be 

as different as possible. This was enougti. The men did 
not like to come out ‘as refusing what we wanted. 


“But one day we found ourselves in great trouble. 
It was a strong wet county and at the last moment 
we heard they had imitated our tickets. Another thing, 
they had ordered a brass band to come from another 
town to drown us out when we began to sing. This 
was one y we influenced them—by singing the old 
familiar songs when we felt that everything was going 
the wrong way. ‘We heard that morning that the imi- 
tation tickets were on the train with the band.

Well, would 
you believe it, the trestle over which that train was to 
go broke down and the train didn’t get in until late in 
the afternoon. And by then the votes were so strong in 
our favor that they couldn't stop them.

Personal Appeal Begins with Relatives. 

“We have proved it often that a gentleman just 
simply cannot say no to a lady if she puts her re- 
quest in the right way.

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A RECREATION PIER , NEW YORK CITY 
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to establiah one specific recreation pier at or near the 
foot of Perry street on the Hudson river.” Wisely, how- 
ever, the same section provided for such other piers in 
the Hudson and East rivers as the commissioner “ shall 
deem from time to time necessary for the use of the 
inhabitants of the city of New York.” At the present 
time New York has eight of these recreation piers, all 
of them in conjunction with the dockage of vessels carry- 
ing merchandise on the rivers and canals. 

Contrast some of last summer’s pictures of the 
crowds and vistas of New York and Boston's recreation 
piers with the pictures of Chicago’s crowds making their 
way out to the rough and tumble surfaces of the harbor 
breakwater merely to catch a bit of air and sunshine 
above the water of the lake!

Private Docks Recreation Failures. 

At the present time the Chicage harbor commission 
is considering a proposition of a big corporation looking 
to that concern's building three great docks half a mile 
into the lake just south of Indiana street, north of the 
river's mouth. The tentative scheme is that, with the 
city’s permission, this company will build these docks 
at a cost of $8,000,000 or more, agreeing that at the end 
of twenty years title to these docks shall be made over 
to the city. At the present time there is no such dock 
extending into the lake harbor. There are a hundred 
miles of private docks lining the banks of the Chicago 
river, but as beauty spots they are distinct, fetid fail- 
ures for the most part, to say nothing of private watch- 
men with clubs. To get to a breakwater a boat is an 
absolute necessity. ,

Breakwater Pier Opens New Cround. 


But however the city may deal with the Terminal 
company in the matter of an ornamental pier, 2,500 
feet out into the lake from the foot of Indiana street, 


the completion of the breakwater pier to the foot of 


Huron street promises a recreation ground for hun- 


dreds who heretofore have found it impessible to reach 
this amputated arm lying so far from the shore With 
the shore section filled in the man, or woman, or small 
boy may find a footway stretching from the Lake 
Shore drive, probably a mile and a half to the light- 
house off the mouth of the river. 

Government appropriations have been made for 
this work, and it will be carried out irrespective of 
the building of commercial piers. This work will be 
the completion of the Chicago harbor of refuge, cut- 
ting off the Basin from the long 300 mile sweep of 
rollers from the nofth by northeast. In its roughest 
aspect this pier in calm weather will be used by 
thousands of fishermen in season and by the duck 
hunter who seeks a chance shot at a flock or two of 
blue bills in their spring flight.

Other Cities Furnish the Experience. 


In this respect” this Chicago breakwater on a 
smaller scale will compare with the government 
breakwater which extends out from Boston to Castle 
island and its Fort Independence. Long ago, however, 
this breakwater became a finished, parked connection 
between the city and the fort, about two miles out. 
In these respects Boston is one of the most favored 
of American cities. : : 

St. Augustine, Fla, has a recreation pier 250 feet 
into Matanzas bay, built by popular subscription. 

Outside the city limits of Mobile, Ala., are piers 
built by corporations without municipal consent. 

Buffalo. at this time is proceeding at law for the 
fedemption of lands under water in order to build 
recreation pliers in connection with the park system. 

Chicago bas the benefit of the experience of these 
cities in the building of recreation pliers, and it has 
approximately twenty miles of city front from which 
in future years to extend them. The great advantage 
of the recreation pler has been pointed out as invoiv- 
ing no costly purchase and condemnation of tands on 
which to build them. Within the three mile Umit of

OLISHED floors: music that dreams and 
sighs; jewels that flash and flowers that 
breathe out their languorous fragrance on 
the warm air of the ball room, all are 
necessary in order that the full enjoy- 
ment may be derived from waltzing. They 
are not, however, all that have to do with 
the popular dance or make it perfect. It 

has developed that to waltzing, like to everything else 
worth while, there is a science, and, according to 
“Georgie” Mahrer, acknowledged in London to be the 
world’s champion waltzer, it is: one which should be 
closely observed in order that the dancing, be rendered 
entirely comfortable as well as sinuously graceful. 

On the stage the most perfect waltzing is found. 
A study has been made of the waltz by the actors sup- 
posed to participate in it and all rules cancerning it 
have been carefully observed. Waltzing which may bé 
classed as miscellaneous is to be found in the ball 
rooms where society folk dance the hours away. Here 
there is waltzing that is correct and waltzing that is, 
incorrect; waltzing that is graceful and waltzing that 
is stiff probably through too labored attempts of 
dignity. It is in the cheap dance halls—along the 
Bowery, for instance, that the dregs of the waltz are 
to be found. In these places the dance is stripped of 
all that is graceful or appealing and becomes merely a 
rowdyish gambol—a desecration of the waltz proper:

Lookers On at Least Appreciative.

In order that thé waltz be absdlutely correct in ev- 
ery particular, comfortable shoes sltould be worn. Where 
the feet are cramped and pinched there can be no free- 
dom or grace. Any one who has tried to even walk in 
an uncomfortable shoe knows how ‘irritable it makes 
one feel and how unfit for any duty. When tight shoes 
are worn in the ball room the strain is far greater than 
when used for ordinary wear. Keeping one’s balance on 
a polished floor demands a certain amount of extra pres- 
sure and this increases whatever irritation or discomfort 
may have been felt, and makes the dancer ill at ease. 
Tight and uncomfortable shoes are the cause of many 
a woman's being hard to lead.” If she were comfort- 
ably booted the chances are that she would be a good 
dancer.

Is a woman's face more beautiful 
as nature makes it, with its little ir- 
regularities and individualities of expres- 
sion, than the same face when it is idéalized by 
the artist? In the idealization of the two portraits 
shown on this page the artist has attempted to show how 
a sketch may be made from a model, without strictly holding 
to tite likeness of the sitter. In portrait studies the personality of 
the aubject predominates, hence the resemblance. The dilealized head, on 
the other hand, is imbued with the personality of the painter and becomes 
merely a created fancy. Artists declare that idealization may result ‘in loss of 
beauty, because the individualism is gone and the picture becomes merely pretty.“ 
without character. However much a pretty head may please the public it disappoints the ar- 
tistic sense because it loses the charm of realism. It pleases the critic but doés not convince him.

tiful—-not only the beautiful in form and@fgature, but the beautiful in character. If a woman possesses unattractive 
features, but has a winning personality, the skillful artist may show this charm of personality. It predominates the 
picture, and the painter fixes the beauty of character and the interest of individuality upon the canvas, and yet he does this 
without idealization. Many people whose faces are not beautiful in repose become charming when they speak or smile, and others 
require the aid of congenial surroundings in order to appear at their best. It has been noticed always that 
women grow beautiful when they love and are beloved. Cupid himself thus becomes an aid to the artist who in his 
faithful search for beauty always tries to sketch his characters in their happiest moods. You have noticed’ often 
how an unattractive person is transformed at a dinner party, when surrounded with joy and laughter and 
rose colored lights. The person remains the same, but the effect is vastly improved. There are as 
many ways of looking at a portrait as there are people to observe. A portrait of a daughter could 
not de too much idealized, for what is more beautiful than the love which looks from a mother's 
eyes? The young woman who seems commonplace enough to the rest of the world ap- 
pears as a veritable saint to her lover. If he could draw her picture she would wear 
a halo and possess all the charms and graces of a goddess. He does not need 
the artist to straighten the nose and curve the eyebrow. All the features 
are perfect just as they stand, and the loved one becomes a standard 
by which the beauty of all other women is measured.
